WASHINGTON, Sept. 4. (AP).— 
William M. Jeffers, who says he 
wants to get back to what he calls 
“a hell of a big railroad that needs 
my attention,” has turned in his 
resignation as rubber director. 

Associates of the stocky, blunt- 
spoken Union Pacific Railroad 
president disclosed that the resig- 
mation went to the White House 
Thursday afternoon. There was no 
word whether it had been officially 
accepted by President Roosevelt. 

Reporters who met Jeffers leay- 
ing his office today got a tacit, 
but not a direct, confirmation of 
his intended departure, They asked 
whether he would consider taking 
another government job in Wash- 
ington, and the reply they got was 
a highly explosive “No!” 

Jeffers said he felt the rubber 
program, of which he took com- 
mand about a year ago. with in- 
structions to “bull through” the 
recommendations of the Baruch 
Committee, now is “over the 
hump.” Two-thirds of the new 
synthetic plants will be operating 
this month, he revealed. 

It was learned from reliable 
sources that he had recommended 
his deputy director, Col. Bradley 
Dewey, president of the Dewey and 
Almy Chemical Co. of Boston, to 
succeed him. Col, Dewey hag had 
virtually a free hand under Jeffers 
in guiding technical phases. 

“It's just a case of my feeling 
that I can contribute more in this 
emergency out there in the West 
where there are traffic difficulties 
than I can sitting here in Wash- 
ington,” Jeffers explained? He con- 
firmed what his associates already 
had said: That the-close of his 
career in the capital found him 
“not mad at anybody.”’ 

“We've run into a few rough 
spots,” he remarked, “but on the 
whole I think we’ve made some 
contribution to the war effort. 

“As far as the Army and Navy 
are concerned, we've got along 
fine.”

If he has changed from the 
isolationist views that he held be- 
fore the war, it is a secret that he 
himself keeps, shared, possibly, by 
his wife, the former Ann Morrow. 
As in the past the Lindberghs 
shun publicity with an almost 
fanatical zeal.

CHICAGO, Sept. 4—(AP). De- 
neen A. Watson, national] chairman 
of the Republican Postwar Policy 
Association, urged party leaders} 
tonight to make a strong, clear 
declaration on foreign policy, and 
expressed the hope it would favor 
creation of a council of nations 
and an international police force.

Republican postwar advisory coun- 
cil.

Watson, whose group has no of- 
ficial link with the party, asserted 
the “little people” were watching 
the conferences.

“They: know you will give thém 
before you leave Mackinac a forth- 
right statement on foreign policy, 
so strong and so clear that no one 
can say it is...a weasel-worded 
plank that can mean all things 
to all men.”

LONDON, Sept. 4 (AP).— The 
Red Army crushed the heart of 


the German-held rail system in the 
Donets Basin today in a 15-mile 
plunge that carried Russian troops 
into Ilovaiskaya, only 18 miles 


of Stalino, whose fall is believed 
to be near, 

Nikitovka, 20 miles north of Sta- 
lino, Debaltsevo, 35 miles to the 
northeast, and three other rail 
junctions in the heart of the Axis 
communications system were pver- 
run by Soviet forces sweéping 
through more than 90 villages, the 
Russian daily communique an- 
nounced. 

In the nortthern Ukrain the Red 
Army drove 17 miles west of the 
severed Bryansk-Kiey railway to 
capture Korop, the’ communique 
said. This apparently was an en- 
circling move against Konotop, 
Nazi base 25 miles to the south- 
east, but it also placed e Rus- 
sians near -the Desnha River, last 
main water barrier: before the 
Dnieper River. \ 

German forces based at Stalino, | 
Nazi southern headquarters, now 
risk encirclement if they have not 
already begun evacuating that im- 
portant prize which they seized in 
October, 1941. Russian troops con- 
verging on the city from three 
sides already have penetrated far 
beyond the high water mark of the 
Russian offensive of last winter. 

The seizure of the metallurgical 
center of Nikitovka broke the 
backbone of the German rail net- 
work because the city lies on the 
vital Taganrog-Slavyansk and Tag- 
anrog-Dnieperopetrovsk lines serv- 
ing the crumbling German salient. 
Stalifio lies on a branch railway 
southwest of the two main lines, 
and already is cut off from Slav- 
yansk and Artemvosk, which like- 
wise are threatened with early cap- 
ture. 

“The Voroshilovgard region is 
now completely liberated from the 
German Fascist invaders,” said the 
communique, recorded by the So- 
viet monitor,

STRIKERS REFUSE TO COMPLY * 
WITH WAR LABOR BOARD PLEA 


JAMESTOWN, N. Y., Sept. 4 
(AP),—Strikers at a plant of the 
Jamestown Metal Equipment Co. 
have refused to comply with the 
War Labor Board’s request that 
the walkout end immediately, a 
union officer said today. 

George R. Nelson, business rep- 
resentative of the International 
Association of Machinists, said he 
wired the WLB that the workers 
“voted in a secret ballot to sustain 
their refusal to work.” 

The walkout of 28 employes, 
which began Monday, was the first 
reported in the nation following 
a strike vote taken under the War 
Labor Disputes Act. The contro- 
versy involves charges of discrim- 
ination filed by Lodge 1240, I. A. 
M., against the company concern- 
ing layoff of nine union members 
July 23. The company contends 
the layoff was necessitated by 
cancellation of an order. The plant

Four men, discharged from a ship- 
yard on the ground they had 
played cards on company time, 
received War Manpower Commis- 
sion certificates permitting them 
to take other jobs only after 
facing three soldiers who lost 
limbs in the nation’s service, 

“I can tell you men this war 


is just getting started.” said Sgt. | 


Laurence McAllister of Denver, 
who lost his left leg in Tunisia. 
“When we hear of a strike or a 
shutdown, we feel our planes 
should come over here bombing. 
We, who've been sleeping in fox- 
holes, wet and without food we 
want and need, can see no reasons 
for delays.” 

Cpl. Jesse M. Alford of Thomas- 
ville, Ga., who lost his left leg 
when he stepped on a booby trap 
in Bizerte, said: “I’m surprised 
at the grumbling and strikes while 


we, give up our lives. If we were 
to strike over there, not only we 
but you would suffer. We,don’t 
fight for money. We fight and 
‘die for America.” 

Cpl. Vernon Meier of Monticello, 
Ia., lost his right &rm in the

mine exploded. 

“We can’t fight unless the work- 
ers are behind us,” he comment- 
ed. “They’re not over there, but 
they’re playing a big part in the 
game, too.” 

The soldiers formed an informal 
panel which heard the applica- 
tions of the three men yesterday 
before Howard J. Lepper, director 
of the Newark area gor the War 
Manpower Commission.

feeble enemy resistance both on 
the ground and in the air, and 
there was yet no indication where 
the Germans would elect to make a 
determined stand. 

Reggio Calabria and San Giovan- 
ni, the only ports of consequence 
on the mainland shores of the Mes- 
sina Straits, capitulated quickly 
after Allied assault forces landed 
yesterday on a 10-mile front and 
rounded up a large number of Ital- 
ian prisoners. 

The United Nations radio at Al- 
giers, quoting a dispatch receiv 
at lied headquarters, said to- 
night that the invasion forces were 
extending their gains towards the 
north and east of Italy’s toe. Pow- 
erful fleets of planes and tanks 
continued to support the British 
and Canadian forces, said the 
broadcast, heard in London. 

Axis broadcasts today fold of 
“large scale” British landings at 
noon yesterday at Melito and Cape 
Spartivento at the extreme south- 
ern tip of Italy, and the broadcast 
Italian communique said Melitoe 
had been evacuated. 

* Landing at Scilla. 

The Allied communique made no 
mention of landings at thse points, 
or at Scilla, just north of San 
Giovanni, which the Germans said 
was occupied yesterday. 

(These Axis reports indicated 
that the Allies may have estab- 
lished a beachhead of 45 miles— 
assuming all the beach from Cape 
Spartivento to Scilla was held— 
but there was no confirmation 
from Allied headquarters.)

SWEDISH TANKER TORPEDOED 


STOCKHOLM, Sept. 4 (AP).— 
Six crewmen were killed when a 
torpedo plane attacked the Swe- 
dish tanker Svea Reuter, a 1700- 
ton motorship, in the Baltic Sea 
near the Gulf of Riga Thursday, a 
Swedish communique disclosed to- 
day. It said the nationality of the 
plane had not yet been determined. 

The tanker reached a Swedish 
port yesterday after 13 crewmen 
who escaped injury managed to

WASHINGTON, Sept. 4. (AP).— 
William M. Jeffers, who says he 
wants to get back to what he calls 
“a hell of a big railroad that needs 
my attention,” has turned in his 
resignation as rubber director. 

Associates of the stocky, blunt- 
apoken Union Pacific Railroad 
president disclosed that the resig- 
nation went to the White House 
Thursday afternoon. There was no 
word whether it had been officially 
accepted by President Roosevelt. 

Reporters who met Jeffers leav- 
ing his office today got a tacit, 
but not a direct, confirmation of 
his intended departure, They asked 
whether he would consider taking 
another government job in Wash- 
ington, and the reply they got was 
a highly explosive “No!” 

Jeffers said he felt the rubber 
program, of which he took com- 
mand about a year ago with in- 
structions to “bull through” the 
recommendations of the Baruch 
Committee, now is “over the 
hump.” Two-thirds of the new 
synthetic plants will be operating 
this month, he revealed. 

It was learned from reliable 
sources that he had recommended 
his deputy director, Col. Bradley 
Dewey, president of the Dewey and 
Almy Chemical Co. of Boston, to 
gucceed him. Col. Dewey has had 
virtually a free hand under Jeffers 
in guiding technical phases. 

“It’s just a case of my feeling 
that I can contribute more in this 
emergency out ‘there in the West 
where there are traffic difficulties 
than I can sitting here in Wash- 
ington,” Jeffers explained. He con- 
firmed what his associates already 
had said: That the close of his 
career in the capital found him 
“not mad at anybody.” 

“We've run into a few rough 
spots,” he remarked, “but on the 
whole I think we’ve made some 
contribution to the war effort. 

“As far as the Army and Navy 
are concerned, we've got along 
fine.”

ALLIED HEADQUARTERS IN 
NORTH AFRICA, Sept. 4 (AP).— 
British and Canadian forces swift- 
ly enlarged their beachhead on the 
toe of Italy today in the face of 
feeble enemy resistance both on 
the ground and in the air, and 
there was yet no indication where 
the Germans would elect to make a 
determined stand. 

Reggio Calabria and San Giovan- 
ni, the only ports of consequence 
on the mainland shores of the Mes- 
sina Straits, capitulated quickly 
after Allied assault forces landed 
yesterday on a 10-mile front and 
rounded up a large number of Ital- 
lan prisoners. 

The United Nations radio at Al- 
Siers, quoting a dispatch received 
at Allied headquarters, said to- 


night that the invasion forces were 
extending their gains towards the 
north and east of Italy’s toe. Pow- 
erful fleets of planes and tanks 
continued to support the British 
and Canadian forces, said the 
broadcast, heard in London. 

Axis broadcasts today told of 
“large scale” British landings at 
noon yesterday at Melito and Cape 
Spartivento at the extreme south- 
ern tip of Italy, and the broadcast 
Italian communique said Melito 
had been evacuated. 

Landing at Scilla. 

The Allied communique made no 
mention of landings at th :se points, 
or at Scilla, just north of San 
Giovanni, which the Germans said 
was occupied yesterday. 

(These Axis reports indicated 
that the Allies may have estab- 
lished a beachhead of 45 miles— 
assuming all the beach from Cape 
Spartivento to Scilla was held— 
but there was no confirmation 
from Allied headquarters.) 

Doubt that the Germans would 
try to make a real stand on the 
Calabrian Peninsula arose after 
Gen. Sir Bernard L. Montgomery’s 
Eighth Army forces punched 
quickly through the enemy’s light 
coastal defenses and Allied aircraft 
searched vainly for important tar- 
gets in the area. 

An Allied military spokesman 
said the enemy had not yet em- 
ployed tanks and that oaly a few 
Axis planes were even sighted by 
the huge fleets of Allied fighters 
and bombers ranging ahead of the 
ground troops. 

A correspondent for the Cana- 
dian press reported that Canadian 
forces were far ahead of schedule 
in their push inland and that the 
British were “streaking ahead like 
a scalded cat.”

While President Roosevelt and 
Prime Minister Churchill have re- 
peatedly made known their desire 
for a meeting with Premier Stalin, 
it is understood that the Soviet 
leader continues to reply that he 
cannot at this time leave the 
battlefronts, Thus there is no cer- 
tainty that the tripartite confer- 
ence will be followed later by a 
meeting of the “Big Three.” 

The President and Prime Minis- 
ter are reported, however, to feel 
that relations with Russia offered 
no problems which could not be 
surmounted. 

Specifically, they are understood 
to be undisturbed by formation, 
with Soviet approval, of a Free 
Germany Committee in Moscow. 
There had been suggestions in 
some quarters in this country that 
Russia was following an independ- 
ent line so far as a postwar Ger- 
many is concerned.

Fate of Those on It Un- 
certain, but It Is 
Thought Some of Them 
Bailed Out. 


Two B-17 Flying Fortresses from 
the Army Air Base at Dyersburg, 
Tenn., collided at high altitude near 
Salem, Mo., 100 miles southwest of 
St. Louis, about 5 o’clock yester- 
day afternoon. Four of the nine 
occupants of one plane parachut- 
ed to safety, while five are believed 
to have been-killed when thg plane 
crashed and burned. 

The other plane, which presum- 
ably carried seven men, was re- 
ported as having crashed near 
Sligo, Mo., but no definite account 
of the fate of its occupants could 
be obtained by inquiry in that vi- 
cinity last night. It was reported 
that some of the men on the gec- 
ond plane escaped by parachutes, 

Two Planes Failed to Return. 

An officer at the Dyersburg Air 
Base said last night that six planes 
left the field early yesterday, on a 
routine flight, and that two, with 
16 men on board, failed to return, 
but that some of the survivors 
had reported by telephone. It was 
not known at the base, however, 
how many had been killed, but it 
was assumed some had been. 

The four men who bailed out of 

one of the planes appeared a half- 
hour after the accident in Steel- 
ville. They said they leaped from 
their falling plane, alighting in 
‘field near Dillard, a village north- 
edst of Salem. 

St. Louisan Among Those Safe, 

Lt. Kenneth Dittmann, who gave 
his address as St. Louis, was one 
of those who bailed out of the 
plane, in which he served.as gun- 
ner. The name of Lt. Dittmann 
is not Hsted in ‘directories of the 
St. Louis area, The others were 
Sgt. Anthony Ceire, engineer, 
whose home is in New Jersey; Sat. 
Benjamin Mings, assistant radio 
man and armorer, Texas, and Pvt. 
Ernest J. Morin, tail gunner, 
Massachusetts. 

They said the five others in their 
plane were Sgt. John Gassler, pilot, 
Massachusetts; Lt. Homer Randle, 
co-pilot; Lt. William Dean, bombar- 
dier, California; Sgt. Gtne Galla- 
her, navigator, Ohio, and a Sgt. 
Mills, radio operator and gunner, 
Maryland, 

Some witnesses saw the fall of 
only one plane, and formed the 
impression that the accident was 


an explosion or collapse affecting’ 


tthat plane only,. The bodies of 
those who fell in this plane were 
beyond recognition, but local of- 
ficers who went to the scene re- 
ported that they appeared to be 
five in number. 

Physicians and ambulances were 
sent from Fort Leonard Wood, and 
two ambulances went from Salem. 
The Army Flying Field at Vichy, 
Mo., near Rolla, sent investigators. 

Deputy Sheriff Charles Inman 
of Salem told a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter that five bodies were in the 
wreckage of the burned B-17. Some 
witnesses of the accident reported 
to him that the éollision occurred 
when one of the planes flew below 
the others.

Daylight Operations. 

A great procession of Mitchells, 
Bostons and Venturag followed the 
softening-up offensive today, bat-/.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 4 (AP).—

Labor Relations Board, saying that 
to do so “would be to nullify an 
act of Congress.”

40 per cent. 

The reductions, he sald, were 
necessary to fill requirements for 
special purpose metallurgical coal 
and for coal to be moved by Great 
Lakes vessels. 

The order follows one restricting 
home deliveries of anthracite to 
householders have more than half 
their winter supply already in their 
bins. It affects producers in Dis- 
trict Eight, which embraces south- 
ern West Virginia, eastern Ken- 
tucky, part of Virginia and part 
of Tennessee.

The small-loan companies, with 
their usual show of power when 
legislation adverse to them is in- 
volved, successfully resisted all at- 
tempts in the 1943 Legislature to 
reduce their rates, now 2% to 3 per 
cent a month, or to impose more 
drastic State regulation .of their 
operations. 

That defensive drive, headed by 
Max Shelton of St. Louis, president 
of the Missouri Association of fer- 
sonal Finance Companies, and Da- 
vid B. Lichtenstein of St. Louis, ex- 
ecutive vice-president of the Public 
Loan Group of companies, caused 
much comment in the House last 
June. Legislators received hun- 
dreds of letters from the com- 
panies opposing any rate reduc- 
tion. ® 

A move to reduce the small-loan 
company rates sharply, originally 
sponsored by Representative Ray- 
mond J. Lahey of St. Louis, who 
also urged the lobby investigation, 
was beaten, even after proposed 
legislation was amended to con- 
form to rate reductions recom- 
mended last May by the Bailey 
committee. 

“No Evidence.” 

The report said Chairman Wal- 
ter E. Bailey (Rep.) of Carthage 
had issued a public invitation to 
all persons having knowledge of 
lobbying to testify, but that “only 
one member of the. House ap- 
peared, who made some unsupport- 
ed charges in regard to the lobby 
activities of one concern.” 

“The committee can find no evi- 
dence upon which it could base a 
finding that any such lobby ex- 
isted,” the report said, 

The report noted -that the com- 
mittee had obtained from the Se- 
curities and Exchange Commission 
copies of information obtained by 
SEC investigators concerning con- 
tributions by ‘loan companies to 
campaign funds of legislators sev- 
eral years ago when the SEC was 
inquiring into the political slush 
fund of Union Electric Co. of Mis- 
souri. It is known that these files 
contain information concerning 
such contributions by Lichtenstein. 

The report asserted the files, 
which were not made public, gave 
no clew to the committee on “pres- 
ent-day lobbying.” Chairman Bai- 
ley said the files had been fyr- 
nished to the committee on a con- 
fidential basis and could not be 
made public. 

All of the committee members 
concurred in the lobby phase of 
the report, filed 12 days after. final 
adjournment of the 1943 Legisla- 
ture under special leave granted by 
the House. The members are 
Representatives Bailey, John J. 
Endres of Perryville, Emmett L. 
Bartram of Maryville, Morris E. 
Osburn of Shelbyville and William 
B. Weakley of Clarksville. 


Minority Report on Rates, 

Only Bailey and Bartram con- 
curred in the recommendation in 
the report that small-loan rates not 
be reduced, at least during the war. 
One factor in delayed filing of the 
final report was refusal of the 
majority to concur in a change in 
the original recommendation for a 
rate reduction. 

The minority recommendation 
was based, it was said, on “new 
evidence” of a decline of the busi- 
ness of the companies in 1942, due 
in part to Federal regulation of 
consumer credit and lack of con- 
sumer goods. The 1942 operations 
of the companies were not available 
to the committee when the orig- 
inal rate recommendation was 
made, it was said.

Louis attain its $180,675,000 quota 
in the Third War Loan drive, which 
pegins Thursday, has designated 
Sunday, Sept. 26, four days before 
the end of the campaign, as “St. 
Louis Rol Call Day.” 


Each purchaser of a war bond 
during the drive will receive a pa- 
triotic sticker to be displayed in 
the window of his home or office. 
On Roll. Call Day a committee 
named by the Mayor will make a 
tour of the city to observe the 
posted stickers and thus determine 
the inclusiveness of the campaign. 
Although only 90,000 sales of 
bonds were ‘made during the suc- 
cessful Second War Loan drive 
here last April, the Mayor joined 
with Meredith C. Jones, campaign 
chairman of the Metropolitan St. 
Louis War Finance, Committee, in 
the hope that the Roll Call day 
will see a red, white and blue 
bond sticker in each of the city’s 
250,000 homes. 

Mavor’s Appeal. 

“Our country is engaged in a 
great .war,” Mayor Kaufmann as- 
serted in a proclamation yesterday. 
“It is the patriotic duty of all 
citizens to support the war effort. 
The quota assigned to St. Louis 
and St. Louis County in the Third 
War Bond drive must be met en- 
tirely from non-banking sources, 
whereas in the last drive banks 
subscribed to a substantial por- 
tion of the total. 

“Our Government could raise all 
the money it needs for war pur- 
poses from the banks, but to do 
so would bring on disastrous infla- 
tion. When an individual citizen, 
partnership or corporation buys 
Gove ent bonds, the- effect is 
anti-inglationary. 

“The danger of inflation comes 
today because people have more 
money to spend than there are 
goods to buy, The way to stop 
inflation is to use a large part of 
public purchasing power to buy 
war bonds and to pay taxes. That 
is why our Government wants to 
raise this money. from non-bank- 
ing sources. 

* “I know that every citizen of St. 
Louis,” the Mayor’s statement con- 
tinued,” is proud of the wonderful 
record of St. Louis in the last war 
bond drive, and I know that every 
citizen of St. Louis is determined 
that St. Louis will again lead the 
nation in exceeding its quota. We 
cannot reach the goal unless every 
citizen increases his purchases. 
Many thousands of our citizens 
are now buying war bonds regu- 
larly on the wage and salary deduc- 
tion plan. To you I extend my 
congratulations, but I appeal to 
your patriotism to buy an extra 
$100 bond during September, To 
all other citizens I appeal to buy 
extra war bonds in September in 
an amount commensurate with 
your income, Only by sacrifice can 
St. Louis meet its goal. 

Two-Fold Purpose. 

“The purpose of the drive is two- 
fold. First, to raise money for the 
prosecution of the war. Second, to 
make our citizens voluntarily re- 
duce their own purchasing power 
so that they will have less to 
spend and so that the danger of 
inflation will be less. To insure 
St. Louis of meeting its quota and 
to permit all citizens participating 
in this most patriotic program to 
proclaim publicly their participa- 
tion therein, I hereby designate 


Sunday, Sept. 26,°as St. Louis Roll 
Call Day.” 

To assist in the attainment of 
the quota, which is twice the quota 
alloted to Metropolitan St. Loufs 
in the April drive, 9000 civilian 
defense war block service workers 


and 14,000 .schoot children mem- 


bers of the junior War Block Serv- 
ice organization will carry the 
urgency of the campaign into all 
of the community’s homes. 

The adult workers will make 
personal calls at all residences. 
The children will work through 
their parents and neighbors. The 
volunteer workers will assist pros- 
pective purchasers properly to fill 
out applications for bonds, but 
none will accept payment for 
bonds.

Objection to Bond Ticket Drawing 


A war bond show featuring per- 
sonal appearances by Hollywood 
stars will be held at Kiel Auditor- 
jum the night of Sept. 18, but no 
solution has yet been found to the 
problem of how to distribute the 
10,000 tickets among the tens of 
thousands of St. Louisans expected 
to buy bonds. The original plan was 
to hold drawings each day among 
bond purchasers and present tick- 
ets to the show to those whose 
bonds were drawn. But that pro- 
posal was rejected yesterday when 
Postmaster W. Rufus Jackson said 
it was a lottery, which meant the 
tickets could not be distributed 
through the mails, and the news- 
papers could not publicize the 
method of ticket distribution, In 
the past tickets have been given 
for such shows to those who pur- 
chased the largest bonds. 

Jackson’s ruling was in line with 
au opinion given to the Postmas- 
ter-General by the Postoffice De- 
partment’s Solicitor. He stated 
that the proposed St. Louis ,ticket 
distribution plan would be lot- 
tery, and that any publicity given 
to it in newspaper news or adver- 
tising columns, either before or 
after the drawing, would render 
the papers unmailable. The Treas- 
ury Department, it was learned in 
Washington, advised the St. Louis 
committee to conform to the opin- 
ion and drop the plan. 

The national quota in the Third 
War Bond drive is 15 billion dol- 
lars. A volunteer army of about 


five million salesmen will visit fac- 
tories, homes and farms during the 
campaign in an effort to sell 50

MELENDES CASE 
DOCTOR EAGER 10 
EXPLAIN PUBLICLY 


Dr. Siebert Wants to Give 


Illustrated Lecture on 
What He 


Caused Death.

A scientific explanation of what 
Dr. Walter J. Siebert believes 
caused the death of Edward Me- 
lendes, delivered with lantern slides 
in the form of a lecture, with the 
public and the press in attendance, 
was proposed yesterday by Dr. 
Siebert, pathologist at De Paul 


examination of body tissue taken 
from the Mexican waiter after his 
death. 

He expressed the opinion that 
Mélendes’ death was due to “ede- 
ma of the brain and shock, prob- 
ably caused by chronic alcohol- 
ism.” This. was Dr, Siebert’s first 
public reference to alcoholism as 
a basic factor, but he said this rep- 
resented no new conclusion on his’ 
part, being the opinion he had held 
from the time of his original in- 
vestigation. 

Evidence to support the theory 

of alcoholism was so technical that 
he preferred to submit it to a 
group of physicians rather than to 
the lay public, he said. 
Dr. Siebert, returning to St. 
Louis from a vacation in Mexico 
and learning that the case had 
been reopened for the purpose of 
determining whether the grand 
jury had :wnisinterpreted some of 
the medical reports, told a Post- 
Dispatch reporter he was “eager 
to present an explanation,” and “as 
far as I’m concerned I could give 
the lecture tonight.” ad 

He conferred with Dr. Robert 
Mueller, president of the St. Louis 
Medical Society, and asked for per- 
mission to deliver before a meet- 
ing of the society a paper entitled, 
“The Presentation of the Pathology 
of the Melendes Case.” Accom- 
panying the lecture, he told Dr. 
Mueller, would be lantern slides 
emphasizing important points and 
making clear the condition of Ed- 
ward Melendes’ body. If it is pos- 
sible, he added, he would like to 
have all interested persons and the 
press in attendance. 

Dr. Mueller told the pathologist 
he would present his request to 


.the society’s Program Committee 


at a meeting some day this week. 
The date of the meeting has not 
been announced. The next general 
meeting at which Dr. Siebert’s ex- 
planation might be made, he said, 
will be in the first week of Oc- 
tober. That date is not yet definite. 

It was the interpretation of re- 
ports by Dr. Siebert and Dr. Arthur. 
Weil of Chicago, associate pro- 
fessor of neuropathology at North- 
western University, who also 
studied minute particles of tissue 
from Melendes’ body, that were 
criticized by pathologists here. 

Dr. Siebert and Dr. Weil did 
not exclude the possibility that 
Melendes was beaten to death, but 
said the evidence available to them 
did not prove that he was. Their 
reports referred to edema, hemor- 
rhage and shock, but held that 
some of these conditions definitely 
were caused by chronic toxic con- 
ditions. 

During his trip in Mexico Dr. 
Siebert said he talked to no one 
about the death of the Mexican 
national, who died July 27, 1942, in 
a cell at Police Headquarters, after 
a savage beating. 

Also in Mexico at the same time 
as Dr. Siebert was Circuit At- 
torney Thomas C, Hennings Jr., 
who was informed by telephone 
of the reopening of the Melendes 
case—the seventh grand jury in- 
quiry into the death. He said he 
would return to St. Louis as soon 
as possible to direct the grand 
jury in its present inquiry. 

Victor B. Harris, attorney for 
the St. Louis Civil Liberties Com- 


mittee, which successfully de- 
fended Andrew Brinkley, Melendes’ 
cellmate, who was charged with 
second-degree murder in the death 
of Melendes, also was in Mexico. 
He told a Post-Dispatch reporter 
a week ago he went there espe- 
cially to tell Mexican authorities 
“just how the people of St. Louis 
feel about the Melendes case.” 

Statements by pathologists in 
the press advanced the opinion 
that Hennings’ interpretation of 
the medical reports may have been 
misunderstood by the jurors dur- 
ing their previous investigation 
and resuited in them being called 
by Circuit Judge Edward M, Ruddy 
for a special session. The jury is 
expected to call witnesses when it 
reconvenes Tuesday,

St. Louis Will Devote Labor Day 
To Speeding Up the War Effort 


Most Plants Will Operate — Traditional Ac- 
tivities Dropped—Thousands Jam 
Travel Facilities. 


Labor day will be observed in 
St. Louis tomorrow, but most of 
the traditional holiday activities 
have been dispensed with in fa- 
vor of the uninterrupted progress 
of the war effort. 


This is the second wartime La- 
bor day since 1918, and, following 
the policy of last year, there will 
be no parades and no public 
speeches in the St. Louis vicinity. 
Most war plants will continue op- 
erations, striving to reach the 
speed-up schedules of the War 
Production Board. 

Banks and stores will be closed, 
and those stores that ordinarily 
are open each Monday evening for 
the benefit of war plant workers 
will be’ open Tuesday night this 
week. For many residents the 
holiday provided a three-day week- 
end, starting Friday night and 
ending Tuesday when business 
will resume its normal course. 

With the long weekend in mind, 
thousands in the city swarmed 
to bus terminals and railroad sta- 
tions and airports in an effort 
to get away for a few days. Crowds 
at Union Station were estimated 
to be at least 25 per cent larger 
than the wartime normal, and of- 
ficials at bus depots said long 
lines of persons stood for hours 
waiting for tickets on busses “that 
will probably be so crowded they 
will have to stand, anyway.” One 
bus station spokesman estimated 
the increase at 10 to 20 per cent 
above normal. An airline employe, 
obviously weary of answering tele- 
phone calls, said: “We're always 
busy, but this seems worse than 
usual,”

Daylight Attack Will Be 


Stepped Up Soon— 
General Asserts Raids 
Help Russia. 


LONDON, Sept. 4 (AP).— The 


American daylight bombing cam- 
paign against Germany now has 
No. 1 priority on United States: 
heavy bomber production, Gen. 
Henry H. Arnold declared today, 
and it will be intensified in “the 
future” with far bigger bombers 
able to operate in less favorable 
weather than Flying Fortresses do 
now, 

The chief of United States Army 
Air Forces said he thought the Al- 
lied bombing eventually would 
bring a simultaneous collapse of 
German war industry and morale. 

Gen. Arnold wrapped up all 
questions about the effectiveness 
of the campaign with a astate- 
ment to a press conference that: 

“If the Germans don’t stop our 
(Allied) bombers they won't have 
any air force left and without any 
air force they won't be able to 
continue the war—the same thing 
will happen to them as in North 
Africa and Sicily.” 

Nazis Unable to Stop Raids. 


Gen. Arnold agreed that the 
Nazis seemed to, be making little 
progress in stopping the bombers 
so far. 

The new bombers are_ those 
which Arnold described generally 
in a recent service magazine article 
—bigger with more than twice 
the bomb load of a Fortress and 
with heavier guns and longer 
range. He added that it was hoped 
the new bomber would be equipped 
with “gadgets” and instruments

‘TED’S FLYING CIRCUS’ 
ADDS ROME AND PLOESTI 
TO ITS FAR-FLUNG RAIDS 


LONDON, Sept. 4 (AP). 
ISCLOSURE today by Gen. 
H. H. Arnold, chief of the 
United States Army Air 
forces, that some of the bomb- 
ers which raided Rome, Wiener 
Neustadt and the Ploesti oil 
fields came from the United 
States Eighth Air Force in 
Britain fills out the saga of 


of Liberators commanded by 
Col, Edward Timberlake of San 
Antonio, Tex. 


Probably the most traveled 
outfit in the United States 
Army Air Forces, this group 
has flown successfully in two 
theaters of war, backtracking 
twice. Started in the United 
States, it came to Britain a 
year ago and flew on raids 
against Northwestern Europe. 
Last December it went to the 
Egyptian desert and made 25 
raids against enemy-occupied 
North Africa and Italy, 

The group returned to Eng- 
land last spring and flew in 
more raids on Germany and 
France and then trained secret- 
ly for the Ploesti, Rome and 
Wiener Neustadt attacks before 
going back to North Africa, 


“so we won't have to keep so 
many heavy bombers on the 
ground because of weather.” 

Gen. Arnold asserted that “we 
are progressing with the develop- 
ment of planes, crews and tech- 
nique for the British-based tactical 
air force.” 

“When the time comes for the 

continental invasion,” he gaid, “we 
will do what the tactical air force 
in Northwest Africa did so bril- 
liantly in Tuhisia and Sicily and 
now is doing in Italy.” 
A “second front” for the Bue lf 
sians actually has been effectuat- 
ed by the United States Eighth 
Air Force, Gen. Arnold said. 


Air Attack Aiding Russia. 


“Even on the Russian front in- 
directly Hitler has been hurt by 
American bombers in Britain. 
“The Luftwaffe has had to pull 
away more of its first line planes 
essential for any offensive the 
Nazis might have planned against 
the Red Army this summer — 
they’ve pulled those planes away 
from the Russian front and sent 
them west to try to stop the ever 
more deeply penetrating Fortress 
raids against vital industrial tar- 
gets. 

“Properly the Russians have 
asked their partners to lift some 
of the pressure off them—well, 
the EHighth Air Force has certainly 
helped. 

“The hundreds of German fight- 
ers our Forts have destroyed on 
the Western front are fighters. 
that will never stop,Russian bomb- 
ers or strafe Russian troops.” 

He disclosed that a big part of 
the bomber force which raided the 
Ploesti oil fields, Rome and Wiener 
Neustadt near Vienna were from 
the Eighth Air Force in Britain,

Proposed Advance Would 
Increase Consumer’s 
Cost for Grade A, 2 
Cents a Quart. 


The retail price here of Grade 
A milk would rise nearly 2 cents 
a quart, if dairymen’s demands for 
higher prices were granted by the 
War Food Administration, unless 
the Office of Price Administration 
subsidized distributors, it was as- 
serted yesterday by comptrollers 


of two large St. Louis distributing 
companies at the close of a WFA 


hearing at Forest Park Hotel. 

Proposals of producers would in- 
crease the prices paid them for 
Class I fluid milk by 70 cants to 
$1 per 100 pounds, The OPA ceil- 
ing price of Grade A milk is now 
15.5 cents a quart, 

The chief witnesses, Wilbur T. 
Reinhart, comptroller of the St. 
Lotis Dairy Co., and Charles O. 
Nagel, comptroller of the Pevely 
Dairy Co., introduced computation’ 
and tables of figures to show that, 
in a hypothetical ideal dairy. in 
July, when 31 million pounds of 
milk went to St. Louis markets, 
the producers’ demands would 
have increased the cost of the St. 


Louis milk supply by $264,000, or 
87.3 cents per 100 pounds. With 46 
quarts in 100 pounds, the increase 
would have been 1.89 cents a quart. 

Testimony of the: distributors 
yesterday agreed with that of the 
producers Friday—that there is at 
‘present a mild shortage of milk 
here, with voluntary rationing by 
dealers, and that the shortage will 
shortly grow worse when transpor- 
tation difficulties reduce’ the 
amount of milk available for im- 
port from the Chicago area, where 
large quantities of milk are now 
being purchased for St. Louis. In- 
creases in prices paid dairymen is 
suggested by them in order to 
avert a severe shortage by draw- 
ing more local producers into the 
market and keeping others from 
going out of business. 

Dairymen’s Chief Proposal. 

Chief proposal of dairymen to 
augment their profits, and thus in- 
directly increase the supply, is that 
all their milk which can meet the 
requirements of the St. Louis milk 
ordinance for class I fluid milk be 
purchased at class I fluid : milk 
prices, instead of part of it heing 
“dumped” into class II, for manu- 
facturing ard other purposes, as, 
they said, is the present practice. 

Milk imported from the Chicago 
trade area is now classified into 
each grade in the same ratio as 
that of the local producers, who 
now ask a “priority,” the granting 
of which would probably account 
for nearly $30,000 a month of the 
$264,000 monthly increase re 
quested, it was estimated by A. D. 
Lynch, secretary-manager of Sani- 
tary Milk Producers. 

Chicago Law More Liberal. 

Producers argued that granting 
of the priority would result in St. 
Louis’ obtaining more milk meet- 
ing the strict requirements of the 
city milk ordinance, for by a re- 
ciprocal agreement St. Louis and 
Chicago health commissioners now 
accept milk from both areas on 
equal terms, though Chicago’s ordi- 
nance is the more liberal, 

Joseph Grant, chief field inspec- 
tor for Sanitary Milk Producers 
testified in answer to a question 
that much of the milk now being 
imported from the Chicago milk- 
shed would not meet the standards 
of the St. Louis ordinance, for 
dairymen there, unlike those in the 
St. Louis milkshed, are allowed to 
pour and strain their milk in 
barns which do not have to be 
equipped with screening, and 
separate milk houses are not re- 
quired. 

A definite date for decisions on 
proposals made at the hearing, 
which was conducted by Special 
Hearing Officer William C. Wise, 
principal attorney for the office 
_.of the solicitor of the Department 
of Agriculture, cannot be set now, 
WFA experts said. A 10-day period 
will be allowed for the filing of 
briefs and additional information 
in support of statements made at 
the hearing. 


NAVY PRAISES LABOR’S WAR 
ROLE; ‘TOUGHEST PART AHEAD’ 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 4 (AP).— 
Admiral Ernest J. King, com- 
mander in chief of the United 
States Fleet, said today the fight- 
ing men of the Navy expressed 
their “grateful appreciation for the 
magnificent support given them 


by the workers on the home front,” 
then added: 

“But the toughest part of the 
job is still ahead—and it will 
make demands on oyr energies, re- 
sources and courage beyond any- 
thing that has yet been required 
of us.” 

The holiday that labor used to 
take on the first Monday of each 
September generally was passed up 
this year—as it was last year. The 
War Production Board had re- 
quested that there be no slacken- 
ing of production, a plea echoed 
by labor leaders themselves. 

At Pittsburgh, John L. Lewis, 
president of the United Mine 
Workers, asked his men to forego 
the traditional holiday in both 
Government-controlled and  pri- 
vately operated mines.

by Government and labor leaders 
urging still greater speed in the 
output of war goods but at the 
same time praising the -vast 
amount of .work already. under 
way on the home front. 
Roosevelt’s statement said: 
“Fifty-six years ago Labor. day 
was observed for the first time 
in the United States. Since then 
we have fought one World War 
to victory and now are engaged 
in another and even greater con- 
flict upon the result of which 
depends the future of freedom 
loving people the world over. 
+ “With that priceless heritage at 
stake we are determined that this 
World War, too, shall result in 
victory so that life, liberty and 
the pursuit of happiness shall be 
the lot of man when he wills it 
and that he be not the downtrod- 
den serf of brutal Axis masters. 
That determmation is shared by 
all Americans: by workers, by 
management and by farmers. 
“It is altogether fitting that 


these groups of free Americans 
are working today, many laboring 
on round the clock shifts, that our 
fighting men on land, on sea and

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No Shortage of Teachers, 
Hickey Says— Webster 

- Groves, Clayton Classes 
Start Sept. 13. 


Most schoo) children in St. Louis 
an4 St. Louis County, many of 
whom have held part-time war 
plant jobs during the summer va- 
cation, will return to classes for 
the beginning of the fall term 
Tuesday. 

All public and parochial schools 
in St. Louis open that day. Acting 
Superintendent of Instruction Phil- 
ip J. Hickey, who declined to 
venture a prédiction on the num- 
ber of high school boys and girls 
who joined the armed forces dur 
ing the summer, nevertheless is 
sure of having enough teachers. 

“The fact is,” he said, “we may 
have a slight surplus of teachers. 
Many communities, including some 
in St. Louis County rural districts. 
have experienced difficulty in ob- 
taining teachers, having lost them 
to the Army, Navy or Marine 
Corps, or to war plants. Hickey 
explained the tenure system used 
here tends to attract and hold 
teachers in St. Louis. 

- Rural Schools Ready. 

R. G. Russell, St. Louis County 
Superintendent of Schools, an- 
nounced the 67 rtiral schools in 
the county are ready to open Tues- 
day. There was some fear that 
the Manchester School, Manches- 
ter road, might not be able to open 
for lack of a teacher, Russell ex- 
plained, but the officials obtained 
a teacher last Thursday and 
classes will start on‘ tinie. 

Schools in the following com- 
munities will open on the day in- 
dicated: Clayton, Webster Groves 
and Rock Hill, Monday, Sept. 13; 
University City, Brentwood, Rich- 
mond Heights, Mapleweod, Nor- 
mandy, Jennings and Wellston, 
Tuesday; Kirkwood, Wednesday. 

Enrollment in Hafris Teachers’ 
College begins Tuesday, and en- 
rollment in Harris Junior College 
will be held Wednesday, Charles 
H. Philpott, principal, announced. 
Associated Hebrew Schools in St. 
Louis also will start the fall term 
Tuesday. 

Safety Campaign Starts. 

With the opening of school, the 
Automobile Club of Missouri 
started ite eleventh annual safety 
campaign.‘ More than 300 Boy 
Scouts started lagt Friday night to 
tie posters to light standards in 
the vicinity of schools throughout 
the city and county. The posters 
bear the «aution: “School’s Open 
—Drive Safely.” 

The United States Employment 
Service is conducting a survey to 
determine how many 8t. Louis 
high school boys and girls who 
worked in war plants during the 
summer vacation may continue to 
work part-time for the war effort 
after school starts, C. Walter 
Placke, manager of the service, ah- 
nounced, 

Madge Walker, senior inter- 
viewer, who is in charge of the 
project, explained that many of 
the pupils had developed definite 
skills and replacing them would 
be difficult at this time, Final ap- 
proval for working part-time dur- 
ing the school year, however, must 
come from the student’s parents. 

. 1000 Store Jobs. 

Another part-time work project, 
consistent with the War-Manpower 
Commission’s policy, will be ad- 
vanced by 133 retail stores in St. 
Louis, which will oo-operate with 
eight city high schools by provid- 
ing 1000 jobs on a swing-shift basis 
for 2000 high school seniors dver 
the age of 16 as part of a new patt- 
time co-operative course, Francis 
Wright, supervisor of distributive 
education, announced, Student 
workers may sign up for the 
course When they regfster next 
Tuesday. Under the plan two stu- 
dents will hold down one retail 
store position for a minimum of 
15 hours a week and will be paid 
the prevailing adult wage. 

Principals in all St. Louis schools 
this week will distribute registra- 
tion blanks authorizing the schools 
to release children for attendance 
at weekly classes of religious in- 
struction, which churches of all 
faiths sponsor jointly through the 
Interfaith Committee. Written 
permission from parents must be 
obtained before a student will be 
permitted to attend the religious 
studies, which are conducted out- 
side of the school in a nearby 
church, or Community House. 


SOLDIER, SAILOR AND CIVILIAN

Orx OCTOBER 25, 1940— 
more than ayear before Pearl Har- 
bor—U. S. Army Air Corps 
officials notified us of the urgent 
need for a vastly increased air- 


craft. production program, and invited us to participate. Gd 


Already we were making Army trucks in great number, 
completing a huge tank atsenal, building field ranges and 
tent heaters, and making our first studies of anti-aircraft 
gun manufacture. 


Here was another urgent job that had to be tackled 
at once. : 


Without waiting to learn what aircraft job would be 
assigned to us, we provided 600,000 sq. ft. of additional 
plant spate and, from our own persorinel, began to 
select engineering, metallurgical and manufacturing spe- 


; 


cialists for this new work. 


It was just three months af-er our first meeting with 
Air Corps officials that we were officially notified our job 
was to build the complete nose and center fuselage sec- 
tions for medium bombers, — including installation of 
their complete mechanical and control systems. 


We immediately sent forty of our technicians to a pro- 
ducing aircraft plant where these men did regular pro-

duction work and observed, at first hand, the production 
methods then in use. Our long background in building 
automobiles and trucks, plus the experience these men 
gained: working with af aircraft manufacturer, enabled 
us quickly to get under way with the necessary tools and 
‘equipment to tusn out “bodies” for bombers by quantity 
production methods. = 

To help acquaint us in advance with the many kinds 
of material and operations involved,‘the Army Air Corps 
sent us a bomber nose section. Our engineers and master 
mechanics made intensive analyses of aircraft blueprints 
covering more than fourteen thousand structural parts. 


The materials to be used included aluminum, steel, 
brass, bronze, plastics, plywood and fabrics. They would 
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need to be forged, cast, stamped, machined, cut and fitted 
without the slightest error in their dimensions or relation- 
ship. ; / 


Many of the metal parts presented entirely new work- 
ing characteristics. They required elaborate heat treating 
processes for the extreme stresses demanded of them. They 
also presented new problems in the design and use of 
the dies required to shape them. 


Our production and purchasing specialists determined 


which parts we could subcontract to other companies. As 
the work progressed, orders for parts and materials were 
given to 2,255 subcontractors in 309 towns, in 29 states. 


Aluminum forgings would be needed in large numbers 
by us and other manufacturers participating in the ex- 
panded aircraft production program. Therefore, we were 
given the job of building an aluminum forge plant to 
take care of these requirements. We also prepared at 
our foundry to produce alumintm castings required for 
plane manufacture. 


Thousands, of men and women had to be trained for 
this new type of work, We opened schools for the training 
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of workers. Women were employed in large numbers and 
carefully taught drilling, riveting, machining and assem- 
bling of aircraft parts. Automobile sheet metal workers, 
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body builders and trimmers were 
shown how to apply their skill 
and experience to the production 
of bomber parts. 


The big nose of the bomber, 
which houses the Bombardier, 
tor and Radio Operator is often 
called the “brain” of the ship. Nearly all the mechanical 
and electrical controls are here, while the center section 
immediately behind it provides the bomb carrying space.

EASTMAN URGES RAILROADS ~ 


TO END ‘FEATHER BEDDING’ 


Calls for Suspension of Make-Work Practices 
In the Interest of the 


War Effort. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 4 (AP).— 
Transportation Director Joseph B. 
Eastman, saying that “substantial 
numbers” of railroad men are not 
working long enough, called to- 
night for an end to “full crew” 
requirements and mileage limits on 
train jobs Elimination of such 
practices was one of 13 points 


.|Eastman proposed to railway man- 


agement and unions in the interest 
of the war effort. 

“It may prove that the meas- 
ures set forth will not be suffi- 
cient,” he said, “In that event, it 
would seem that the only recourse 
will be further legislation by Con- 
gress, and the Office of Defense 
Transportation will do what it can 
to promote such legislation.” 

The ODT chief's letter to all 
railroad executives and railway la- 


bor orggnization heads said he 
would call a series of emergency 
man-power conferences within*the 
next few days to discuss the pro- 
posals. 

“Time will no. permit extended 
deliberation and debate,” Eastman 
wrote. “I am sure you realize the 
importance of quick and decisive 
action. The problems must be met 
now by the joint and collective 
action of management, labor and 
the Government to the end that no 
part of our war activities shall” be 
hindered through any failure of the 
railroads because of inadequate 
man power.” 

Reverses Previous Stand,

Under Manpower Commission.

Broad powers given the WMC

Described as aimed to “restore 
and maintain the essential balance 
between production demand and 
manpower supply,” the program’s 
other main points include:

38—Establishment of manpower 
priorities and allocations, to be 
carried out by an area manpower 
priorities committee to be appoint- 
ed by the WMC. This group is au- 
thorized to list establishments with- 
in their area according to their 
urgency and need for labor and to 
recommend the maximum number 
of employes which any employer 
may hire. 

4—A review of all proposals for 
new facilities and all contracts in- 
volving increases in employment, 
This will be done by the area pro- 
duction urgency committees, “Fu-

IN RAID ON PLOLSII 


Seeing Crashes on Either 
Side of His Ship. 


Tech. Sgt. Dell W. Kettering of 
East St. Louis related yesterday 
how his plane went unscathed 
through the raid on the Ploesti gil 
fields in Rumania Aug. 1, while 
planes immediately to the left and 
right and in front crashed in 
flames. : 
“Not a single bullet hole could 
be found on our Liberator when 
we landed,” he told a Post-Dispatch 
reporter. “We were traveling at 
about treg-top level when the 
planes on either side crashed, The 
plane in front pulled up to about 
300 feet, I saw three crew mem- 
bers bail out and then the pilot 
deliberately steered his plane into 
a cracking plant.” 

The fields around the oil center 
were full of “peaceful-looking” 
shocks of grain until the planes 
were overhead, then the shocks 


opened, revealing antiaircraft em- 
placements, he said. 

Natives Greet Bombers. 
The streets of Ploesti were filled 
with men, women and children 
who waved at the low-flying bomb- 
ers,. he recalled, 
“We went right through their 
balloon barrage,” he went on 
“snapping the cables with the lead- 
ing .edge of our wings. We hit 
our target and smeared it. Explo- 
sions were popping all over so 
close it was hard to handle the 
planes. After we hit our target, 
we dropped to about eight feet 
above the ground d skimmed 
along at that level for several 
minutes to escape the flak.” 
On the return trip, the fleet of 
big bombers was attacked by about 
100 German fighters, which would 
stand off about 1000 feet, then 
dive, giving bomber gunners only 


them. About 50 of the German 


fighters were shot down, he said. 
In addition to the raid on Ploesti, 
Set. Kettering, 26 years old, was in 
the first raid on Rome. He had 
participated in 31 missions over 
France, Sicily, Italy and North 
Africa as a radio man, gunner and 
photographer. He has been 
awarded the Distinguished Flying 
Cross and the Air Medal with four 
bronze Oak Leaf clusters and one 
silver Oak Leaf cluster. 
Forced Down in Morocco. 

On a trip from North Africa to 
England, Kettering’s plane was 
forced down from lack of fuel in 
Spanish Morocco, he continued. 
About 300 Moors, armed with 
spears and swords, stripped the 
crew members and practically dis- 
mantled the plane before a Span- 
ish cavalry officer arrived to take 
the crew in custody. The crew 
was interned in Spain for three 
months before being released 
through the intervention of an 
American Consul, he said. 
Sgt. Kettering, whose wife, the 
former Miss Phyllis Dye, resides 
with her mother, Mrs. W. H. Dye, 
at -504 North Fifty-ninth street, 
East St. Louis, enlisted in the 
Army Air Forces in October, 1941, 
Previously he was a salesman. His 
parents, Mr. and Mrs. Ernest 
Kettering, reside in Monmouth, III. 
He will enter an officers’ candi- 
date school after a short furlough.

War conditions which have caused many of the universities to 
curtail athletic programs and others to cancel football schedules, in- 


cluding Washington and St. Louis 


Universities, will also affect high

fewer ducks in only 3X districts.

Pintails, shovellers, both 
teals, cans, redheads, gadwalls and 
widgeons also made big gains 
(crows and coots recorded the big- 
gest increases!)”

HE shell game, 1943 type, is

Iowa, for 
example, with an allotment of 
2,000,000 shells for a quarter of a 
million hunters is grousing be-

Iowa’s allotment figures about 
eight shells per hunter. The 
grumblers point out that Iowa’s 
1942 game crop harvest netted, 
13,041,630 pounds of unrationed 
meat.

If the conferences succeed, the 
American electorate, and the world, 
will have an inkling of what to 
expect in next year’s campaign 
oratory and from the Republican 
members of the new Seventy-ninth 
Congress which will convene in 
January, 1945. 

Important as this assembly is, 
however, too much should not be 
expected of it. Its title 'is the Re- 
publican Postwar Advisory Com- 
mittee, and its findings will have 
about as much influence on next 
year’s election as Dr. Glenn Frank’s 
Committee of 200 had on the 1940 


campaign. 
1944 More Decisive. 


World events and the presiden- 
tial candidate selected at the Re- 
publican national convention next 
summer will do more to determine 
the actual 1944 Republican foreign 
and domestic policies, But even the 
1944 party stand will be subjected 
to cynical skepticism by those 
who remember that in 1920 a group 
of eminent Republican leaders, in- 
cluding former President Taft, 
Charles E. Hughes, Elihu Root, 
Herbert Hoover and Nicholas Mur- 
ray Butler, advocated American 
entrance into the League of Na- 
tions and that even the party plat- 
form which cautiously favored 
American adherence to an “inter- 
national association” was promptly 
forgotten after the Harding-Cool- 
idge landslide. 

The general sentiment among 
these experienced politicians — 
the men and women who will have 
a large and perhaps directing 
voice at the Republican National 
Convention next summer—is plain- 
ly against Wendell Willkie, the 
1940 standard-bearer, who, as far 
as can be learned, will not be rep- 
resented in the council’s delibera- 
tions. There is also an under- 
current of caution in the lobby 
conversations against putting the 
party on record in definite words 
at this time regarding postwar in- 
ternational commitments by this 
country. 

Chairman Spangler who will 
open the meeting, is in reality its 
fiftieth member and is expected to 
have a”large hand in directing the 
sessions. He said at a press con- 
ference today that its purpose was 
to avoid writing of a “curbstone 
platform” at the convention next 
summer. 

The most important planks in 
that platform will be those on for- 
eign affairs and postwar prob- 
lems. The council, according to 
Chairman Spangler, will appoint 
about a half dozen subcommittees 
to draw up, with the aid of “ex- 
perts and fact-finders,” a series of 
reports for the convention’s plat- 
form committee. It is quite pos- 
sible that some of these reports, 
particularly those on foreign and 
postwar issues, may prove embar- 
rassing to Presidential aspirants, 
including Willkie. 


Missourians Present. 


The caution of the council mem- 
bers was exemplified by the state- 
ments of Missouri’s two repre- 
sentatives, Gov. Forrest Donnell 
and Representative Louis E, Miller 
of St. Louis. Gov. Donnell told 
the Post-Dispatch that he thought 
it was too early for him to take 
a definite position on what the 
party should say regarding inter- 
national policies, but he pointed 
out that so far as world co-opera- 
tion was concerned, he had for 
several years been chairman of the 


St. Louis Committee for the World, 


Court. Donnell also gaid that he 
was interested in postwar domes- 
tic problems, such as employment 
for the returning veterans, Gov- 
e~nmentifinances and the curbing 
of Federal encroachments on the 
rights of states and localities. 

Miller, who was selected because 
he is serving his “freshman” term 
in the House, said that he was 
willing for the United States to go 
as far as any other country in in- 
ternational co-operation as long as 
this co-operation did not require 
“sacrifice of American sovereignty, 
the impairment of American trade 
or the lowering of the American 
standard of living.” He added that 
he expected to give the council his 
views on the necessity of the party 
taking a positive stand for the 
abolition of discriminations against 
Negroes in the ed services 
and in business. Now and in the 
postwar years, he said, Negroes 
should thhave economic equality. 

Chairman Spangler told his press 
conference that a decision had not 
been reached on how the various 
subcommittees would be appointed. 
Those dealing with domestic issues 
will report on agriculture, labor, 
taxes and the other usual subjects 
found in a party platform. 


Vandenberg Mentioned. 


The controversy, if there is a 
controversy here, will: be on the 
chairman of the subcommittee on 
Foreign Policy. The council mem- 
ber most frequently mentioned hére 
for that post is Sen. Vandenberg 
of Michigan, a member of the Sen- 
ate Foreign Relations Committee 
and co-author, with Senator White 
of Maine, of a resolution last July 
designed to forestall Congres- 
sional action on the Ball-Burton- 
Hatch-Hill resolution. 

The pertinent part of the Van- 
denberg-White resolution declares 
that Congress favors “the partici- 
pation of the United States in 
postwar co-operation between sov- 
ereign nations to prevent by any 
necessary means the recurrence 
of military aggression and to es- 
tablish permanent peace with jus- 
tice in a free world.” This is 
much less specific than that Ball 
resolution and the phrases- “co-op- 
eration among sovereign nations” 
and “by any necessary means” are 
open to varying interpetations. 

If Vandenberg is chosen to head 
the subcommittee, something like 
this resolution is likely to be ap- 
proved by the council. Others ex- 
pected to serve on the subcommit- 
tee are Senator Austin of Vermont 
and Representative Charles A. 
Eaton of New Jersey, ranking Re- 
publican member of the House 
Foreign Affairs Committee, both 
of whom have gone a long way in 
supporting President Roosevelt’s 
international policies. 


How Eaton Got Bid. 


Eaton’s name was not on the 
list of council members announced 
in Washington. Chairman Spang- 
ler said today that Eaton had been 
invited after Representative Edith 
Nourse Rogers of Massachusetts, 
also a member of the Foreign Af- 
fairs Committee, had telegraphed 
that illnes in her family prevented 
her attendance here, 

Although Chairman Spangler 
and others have repeatedly denied 
that the council meeting will have 
anything to do about presidential 
candidates, it would be impossible 
to get so many professional] poli- 
ticians together without this sub- 
ject coming up, especially since 
several possibilities such as Gov.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 4. 
OMETHING like a hurricane has struck 
. the gray building that houses the State 
Department. Pressures from within and 
without are converging on this solemn, 
pompous structure. 


The removal of Sumner Welles as Under 
Secretary—not yet officially announced, 
though known—was only a symptom of a 
malady which goes very deep. In the midst 
of a great world crisis demands are being 
made on the State Dep@&rtment which that 
department seemingly finds difficult to meet. 
Because of these difficulties, because of the 
nature of the department itself and be- 
cause of the men who staff it, the State 
Department is coming to be regarded, in 
some quarters at least, as inadequate for 
these times. 

Under a storm of criticism, top State De- 
partment officers say they are not respon- 
sible, 

“It is the President who makes foreign 
policy,” one of these officers said during 
the past week. “Our critics are really at- 
tacking the President. We are only func- 
tionaries who carry out our orders.” 


Roosevelt Considers Policy 


His Own Exclusive Field. 


It is a fact that President Roosevelt does 
make foreign policy. There has been evi- 
dence from time to time during the past 10 
years that he believes this to be his exclusive 
prerogative, a field in which his own predi- 
lections are paramount, 

During the 1940 campaign the Republi- 
cans seized on the expression, “my ambas- 
sador,”’ whieh Roosevelt had used in a 
speech on relations with England and the 
war in Europe. That, the Republicans in- 
sisted, was the expression of a monarch 
rather than an elected representative of the 
people. The White House replied that “my 
ambassador” happened to be the correct 
form for the head of a state to use, whether 
king or president. 

In his conduct of foreign policy, Presi- 
dent Roosevelt has had several meetings 
with Prime Minister Churchill for discussion 
not only of war strategy but of world polit- 
ical questions, including the Atlantic Char- 
ter which they formulated. Meetings of this 
kind between the responsible heads of two 
governments make for clear understanding 
and cloge co-operation. 

But in the State Department here in 
Washington, and in every other world capi- 
tal, the concept of diplomacy largely remains 
a Nineteenth Century concept—a matter of 
exchanging notes between heads of states, 
of dealing with a few knowledgeable profes- 
sionals. The State Department is still back 
in the days when an ambassador was the 
personal messenger of the ruler. The am- 
bassador’s dispatches were sent to the ruler 
who made the decisions. There was no 
public opinion to be bothered with. Heads 
of state might quarrel, even to the point of 
war, but the wars were relatively small. 
The field of ‘‘foreign affairs’’ was narrow. 

Today—and this is most important—de- 
cisions on foreign policy, in one way or 
another, sooner or later, affect everyone and 
everything.

away from the control of the State Depart- 
ment. The Reconstruction Finance Cor- 
poration has had a part in “foreign affairs” 
through its lending power. So has the 
Treasury. So has the Office of Economic 
Warfare. So has the Co-ordinator of Inter- 
American Affairs and half a dozen other 
agencies, conspicuous among them the War 
and Navy departments, 

This loss of authority has made State De- 
partment officers jealous and suspicious. It 
has contributed to an atmosphere of in- 
triguing rivalry which has permeated the 
department. Repeated conflicts have grown 
out of pulling and hauling between State 
and other agencies. 

More or less the same thing has hap- 
pened in England. The inadequacy of the 
Foreign Office has been recognized and djs- 
cussed. Last January two articles ap- 
peared in the London Times analyzing the 
trouble and suggesting a remedy. The 
Foreign Office, according to the Times’ 
writer, should be only one branch—the 
diplomatic branch—of a real Ministry of 
State. This ministry would include all 
those functions that have slipped away 
from the Foreign Office as they have slipped 
away from the American State Department. 
In the proposed new ministry the Secre- 
tary of State at the top would be a policy- 
making officer with half a dozen divisions 
under him. 

According to Joseph M. Jones, a State 
Department officer who resigned when he 
found any effort to introduce new ideas to 
be futile, the same kind of broad regrouping 
of functions could be worked out to great 
advantage in Washington. Jones suggests 
three main divisions, each under an Under 
Secretary elevated to Cabinet rank, the title 
of Secretary of State being reserved “for 
the senior official in charge of planning 
and directing policy.” 


Dilemma: How to Force 
Recognition of the Times? 


This, then, is the dilemma of the present 
State Department: how to force a recogni- 
tion of the irresistible push of the times in 
which we live? 

A strong and enlightened public opinion 
is necessary to bring about such basic 
changes. This, of course, is the constant 
plea of Secretary Hull and the men around 
him—we could move no faster because pub- 
lic opinion was not ready. 

Of course, the public must have the per- 
tinent facts before it can form a valid opin- 
ion. Presumably Secretary Hull and Presi- 
dent Roosevelt have the facts. They also 
have discretionary power over what to tell 
and what to keep secret, and in foreign af- 
fairs, traditionally at least, there is often 
more to keep secret than may be told. Thus,

ment’s effectiveness. 

much of the. clash of personalities within 
the department has been told in terms of 
exaggeration. A lot of it is false. But 
there is a basis of fact and the blame rests 
largely on those who failed to resolve the 
internal quarrels at the start—on Secretary 
Hull and President Roosevelt. 

Secretary Hull himself seems to have had no 
very strong animus against Sumner Welles. 
Hull made speeches and worked on matters 
of policy that particularly interested him 
while Welles dealt with day to day prob- 
lems of diplomacy. 
President Roosevelt, if only because the 
Under Secretary has the ability to reduce 
complicated situations to concise, under- 
standable terms, and relations might have 
continued on that basis if it had not been for 
those who constantly worked on Hull to 
create bad: feeling. Among those persist- 
ently seeking Welles’ scalp was William C. 
Bullitt, former Ambassador to Paris and 
Moscow. 


Hull Personality a Factor; 
His Innate Caution Grows. 


Here, of course, the personality of Hull is 
a major factor. His innate caution has been 
enhanced by the red tape procedures of the 
State Department. 

A directive covering even the simplest 

matter requires the initials of all assistant 
secretaries. Conferences to decide elemen- 
tary details go on endlessly. Hull has con- 
stantly been apprehensive of offending Con- 
gress and others in the department have 
deferred to him since he spent nearly 30 
years of his life as a member of House and 
Senate. 
A year ago Hull delivered a nationwide 
broadcast on American foreign policy. 
Roosevelt called attention to it in advance. 
It was built up as an important pronounce- 
ment. Unveiled, the speech was a mass of 
cautious generalizations expressed through 
circumlocutions. 

As an example of the way Hull and the 

department work, one person saw 23 dif- 
ferent versions of that speech when it was 
in preparation. All the wheels of the de- 
partment stopped while the Secretary con- 
ferred with his assistants on content and 
phraseology. 
Increasingly sensitive to criticism, Hull 
feels it necessary to defend every act of 
the past 10 years. The department some 
months ago issued a White Paper called 
“Peace and War’’ to show that it was con- 
stantly aware of the entire international 
situation. If action in some instances was 
not forthcoming, the fault lay with public 
opinion, “Peace and War” suggests. 

Hull’s most faithful friend among the 
upper officers is Assistant Secretary of 
State Breckinridge Long, a former St. 
Louisan. Long is a faithful Democrat with 
a point of view very much like that of

He calls his book “Falange” (G. 
P, Putnam’s Sons, New York), and 
he says that he has the evidence 
to back up every statement he 
makes. Altogether there are more 
than 2000 documents in the Put- 
nam safe in New York. 


The picture he presents is sensa- 
tional. It is not merely one of 
propaganda and cultural penetra- 
tion to discredit “Yankee Imperial- 
ism.” The Falange operating in a 
half dozen Latin American coun- 
tries has actually given military 
aid to the Axis, particularly in the 
submarine war. Ships have been 
sunk and sailors have been lost be- 
cause of the espionage of Spanish 
Falangists. 


In the Philippines they prepared 


infiltrating through the civilian de- 
fense organization of the islands 
and actually welcoming the Japa- 
nese. In Puerto Rico, Cuba, Bra- 
zil, Venezuela, Argentina, Mexico— 
throughout the Caribbean and Lat- 
in America Falangist agents 
worked unceasingly for the Axis. 


Franco Responsibility. 


Part of this was told by the 
Post-Dispatch in three copyrighted 
articles from Washington a year 
ago. The information contained in 
those articles is supplemented with 
a wealth of detail in “Falange.” It 
makes unmistalsably clear that the 
Falange plot in Latin America and 
in the United States as well could 
never have been carried out with- 
out the connivance of the Franco 
government in Spain.* Diplomats 
accredited to that government and 
enjoying all diplomatic immunity 
have helped to carry on the work 
of the Falange. 

The book has a particular inter- 
est now in view of the desire in 
some quarters not merely to con- 
tinue recognition of Franco but 
even to shore up his regime by 
sending in aviation gasoline and 
perhaps the munitions that Franco 
seeks. It is known here that his 
position in Spain is increasingly 
precarious. The State Department, 
at the request of the chiefs of 
staff, placated Franco to keep 
Spain neutral so that our forces in 
North Africa would not be out 
flanked. The time for such cau- 
tion has, of course, long since 
passed. Chase even argues that it 
was never necessary. 

“The time has come,” he writes, 
“for all those whose destinies are 
bound up with victory for the

Nazi Spies Landed. 


Spanish boats have dropped Ges- 
tapo officers off the shore of 
Florida. Chase tells of an instance 
in September, 1941, when from the 
deck of the Spanish vessel “N—” @ 
smal] fishing smack was lowered. 


In the boat were two men dressed 
like American vacationers. They 
spoke perfect vernacular American 
English, and they carried fishing 
tackle made and sold in America, 
Their clothes came from American 
stores and the small fortune they 
carried was in American currency. 


“Nevertheless, the two men who 
were in a small boat lowered 
from the Spanish N—— off the 
Florida coast in September, 1941, 
were not Americans.

Puerto Rico Bad Spot. 


Puerto Rico is a bad spot, Chase 
writes, because, as in the Philip- 
pines, important Falangists have 
infiltrated in the civil defense of 
the island. They have been intimi- 
dated by recent Allied victories and 
as a result applied for American 
citizenship. Astonishingly enough, 
they were granted citizenship by a 
Federal judge even though the rec- 
ord showed they had belonged to 
an organization opposed to all 


United Nations in this war to turn ‘democracies and specifically work- 
ing against American democracy 
in this hemisphere. 


Chase charges that the basic mo- 
tivation and direction of the Sinar- 
quist movement in Mexico have 
come from the Nazis in the first 
instance and more recently from 
the Falange. He says that Sinar- 
quismo now enrolls more than 
500,000 members south of the bor- 
der and an appreciable number of 
Mexicans in the United States. 
Like the National Socialist Party 
in Germany, the Sinarquists ap- 
peal to all classes. They hold out 
the hope of land to landless peag- 
ants while at the same time they 
persuade the big landlords of their 
passionate belief in the rights of 
private property.

Revolt as a Military Weapon. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

T seems to me that we've all been 

taken in subtly by appeasement and 
rationalization. Rather than have a sta- 
ble government in countries we take over 
(the Darlans, Peyroutons, Badoglios), we 
need just the opposite. What we needed 
in Italy was not order but chaos. 

The people who need order are the 
Gefenders who are badly harassed; the 
attackers thrive on confusion within the 
walls. Now, when this seems so obvious 
and is so definitely true in a historical 
sense, why do we play with the little 
Kings and the Ottos and every reaction- 
ary force in the universe? — 

Naturally it is because we have be- 
come afraid of democracy, fearing it to 
be Bolshevism in disguise. Bolshevism is 
democracy and democracy is Communism 
(all when carried out to their ultimates) 
and our good frightened friends want 
none of either. 

We are witnessing a great historical 
turnover in which the great “democratic” 
powers are not democratic at all and 
the dominant “dictatorial” state is ac- 
cepted as a friend (and the only friend) 
by democratic peoples generally. 

Peace can only come in Europe when 
upheavals within are assisting the be- 
sieging fdrces. I cautiously avoid the 
word “revolution.” I do that because 
in practically every case revolts now, 
after years of war, are not fevolutions | 
at all but frenzied protests for peace. 

We're going to get a million of our 
soldiers killed because of. fear of that 
honest revolt that is eagerly trying to 
help us. We need revolt as a military 
weapon. Does anyone think that if Italy 
had revolted it would have hindered the 
Germans or hindered us? No army in 
the world can put down 40,000,000 peo- 
ple while it is trying to fight a war at 
the same time. The Germans would 
have literally been swallowed up in the 
landscape. 

A revolt, any revolt now in Europe, is 
for us and against them. The talk about 
law and order is not intended to help 
win the war; it is meant to win) the 
peace—quite another matter. d 

We've been taken in. The appeasers 
can always make out a case that by 
their dallying they have saved us from 
something worse. Even the firmest lib- 
erals find it hard to refute that because 
it can never be proved until it’s too late. 


Also nobody wanted to be considered a 


bullheaded schlump. So the OWI gets 
slapped for talking out of turn instéad 
of hitting them over the head (and 
Roosevelt along with it) for not being 
violently in favor of overturn and the 
releasing of the people’s energies in all 
the enemies countries to help us.

ANOTHER STRONG HAND GOES. 

Another symptom of the deep-seated maladies 
‘which afflict our State Department has burst into 
ugly surface eruption with the resignation of James 
D. LeCron, director of the Food Supply Division in 
the Office of the Co-ordinator of Inter-American 
Affairs, usually known as the Rockefeller committee. 

If, as we remarked a few days ago, the forced 
resignation of Under Secretary Sumner Welles cre- 
ated consternation in Washington, in Europe, in 
China and in South America, what must be the feel- 
ings of our Allies, particularly those within the 
orbit of the Good-Neighbor Policy, as they cfhtem- 
plate this new withdrawal of a strong, competent 
hand from within the arsenal of democracy? 

Mr. LeCron’s stature was by no means that of 
a Sumner Welles. Nevertheless, the program with 
which this official was associated ranks high among 
the necessities of global war. _His hard-hitting ‘let- 
ter of resignation warns that this vital program, 
the increasing of food production in Latin America, 
is being handicapped beyond endurance by the red 
tape, the caprices and the sheer incompetence of 
its supervisors within the State Department. 

The original duty of the agency headed since its 
inception by Nelson A. Rockefeller was to “serve 
as the center for the co-ordination of the cultural 
and commercial. relations of the nation, affecting 
hemisphere defense,” to quote the words of the 
President’s executive order of July 30, 1941. 

Its work was expanded to include all the mani- 
fold economic functions necessary to utilize the 
vast resources of Latin America for war and for 
the strengthening of its domestic economy. Now 
that food has become a major weapon—at home, 
among our allies and in the occupied countries— 
far-seeing men recognized the prospects of obtaining 
enhanced supplies from fruitful, fertile Latin Amer- 
ica, They also recognized the need for building up 
the health and vitality of its under-nourished popu- 
lation groups by stimulating their countries’ food 
production, thus increasing the Allies’ pool of able 
soldiers and efficient workers. 

But meanwhile, Secretary Hull had won the power 
he coveted so long over all agencies that might con- 
ceivably deal in fields affecting phases of forgign 
policy. By presidential directive, the State Depart- 
ment became boss of the Rockefeller committee. 

How this power was misused is the burden of 

Mr. LeCron’s charges as he resigns his post. 
& State Department officials, he says, “have ham- 
pered.us in almost every possible way in carrying 
out the program.” Divided authority, lack of ad- 
ministrative organization and want of directive pol- 
icy have harassed the work. Hull's underlings, though 
devoid of agricultural knowledge, have undertaken 
to dictate technical details of the food projects. 
Confirmation of agreements has been blocked. Op- 
erations have been forbidden in several countries 
where acute food shortages exist. The program is 
favored by most of the American Ambassadors in 
the countries where operations are going on, but 
their superiors in Washington still obstruct the 
work. So this frustrated official has decided: 

“IT am unwilling any longer to beat my head 
against this wall of incompetence and interference.” 

The charges are too specific and the source is 
too authoritative to permit of public disregard. Fur- 
thermore, they serve to document the diagnosis of 
State Department maladies presented in a Wash- 
ington article on thé first page of this section. 
Within the department, Mr. Childs writes, 

the concept of diplomacy largely remains a 

nineteenth-century concept—a matter of ex- 

changing notes between heads of states, of deal- 
ing with a few knowledgeable professors. The 

State Department is still back in the days when 

an Ambassador was the personal messenger of 

the ruler. ... The field of “foreign affairs” 
was narrow. 

Cannot the State Department realize that diplomacy 
is no longer a matter of plenipotentiaries and proto- 
col? The diplomacy of Ambassadors remains, but 
‘there is also a diplomacy of food, and it speaks a 
potent language. There is still a strategy of ‘In- 
trigue, but there ig also a strategy of supplies, and 
its functioning is all-important to the war fronts 
and the home fronts, 

Adherence to outworn concepts of the 1800s is 
not the way to win this war. Neither is allegiance 
to the farm bloc, to whatever extent the exag- 
gerated fears of its leaders may have influenced 
the blocking of the Latin American food program. 

This is 1943, a year of global war. Our’ relations 
with Latin America, the food requirements of our 
fighters and our allies, are too vital for antiquated 
diplomatic methods in their handling to be tol- 
erated. The defeat of a James LeCron, striving in 


| vain to swell the United Nations’ market baskets, is 


no more endurable than the firing of a Sumner 
Welles. Both are symptoms to drive consterna- 
tion into democratic hearts. 
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WHERE THERE’S A WILL. 

A reader, E. R. Van Leeuwen of Washington, says 
in a letter we publish today that it is all too easy 
to criticise without offering any corrective sugges- 
tions. He wants to know just what an official or 
agency could do to carry dut our suggestion of com- 
ing to the support of John Bovingdon, the OEW 
economist who was fired by Director Leo T. Crow- 
ley because Martin Dies smeared him. 

There must be at least a couple of dozen effective 
ways in which at Teast a couple of dozen persons 
could insist on justice for John Bovingdon. A la- 
bor union could do it. Whether anyone else does 
anything or-not, the Civil Service Commission ought 
to demand a fair trial for this man and, if the 
evidence supports him, reinstatement in his job. 

There is no lack of ways to do it. There is no 
lack of officials and agencies that ought to do it. 
The only lack is courage.

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IN REGARD TO LUCEREBRATION. 
Clare Boothe Luce, Representative from Connecti- 
cut, playwright and global thinker, has defined her 
recently coined word, “globaloney.” Explains she: 


Globaloney ig derived from two words—global, 
meaning world-wide, and baloney, a type of 
sausage and also a type of nonsense or hooey, 
In other words, globaloney means nonsense on 
a global scale, It does not, in any sense, con- 
demn or deride the ideals for which the United 
Nations are fighting. It does not predict chaos 
in the postwar world, the failure of a sensible 
system of collective security or discord among 
the United Nations. It was coined to point out 
that some of the proposals for the postwar world 
were so much global nonsense. 


Probably we should follow Mrs. Luce’s gracious 
example by defining what we mean by our Very 
own word, coined just this minute, “Lucerebration.” 
Here goes: | 

Lucerebration is derived from two words—Luce, 
meaning Mrs. Luce, and cerebration, meaning func- 
tioning of the cerebrum, or what passes for it in 
Congress, Washington summers being what they 
are.

HOBGOBLINS AND THE ANTI-SMOKE LAW. 

The worn old pretext of wartime necessity, ad- 
vanced so often in the past by groups of coal deal- 
ers as an excuse for relaxing the anti-smoke ordi- 
nance, got a body blow from the ranks of the deal- 
ers themselves at the discussion, in the Mayor's of. 
fice the other day, of the perennial bogy of a smoke- 
less-fuel shortage. 

The blow was especially telling since it was a 
round free-swinging punch from the chairman of 
the St. Louis Fuel Dealers’ Association, Louis L. 
Horen. In other times, Mr. Horen has outspokenly 
urged modification of the ordinance. 

This time, speaking for a group which handles 
about a fifth of the coal sold here, he urged strong- 
ly that the city continue to rely on smokeless coal 
rather than seek means to utilize the sooty, plaguy 
soft coal from Southern Illinois. And he added: 
“We're not here to argue about the wisdom of 
maintaining the smoke ordinance—we are married 
to that law.” | 

Less than a year ago, when the hobgoblin of a 
smokeless-fuel shortage was set up abt the start of 
the heating season, Mr. Horen led an attack on the 
ordinance. And just two years agd, claiming to 
represent a majority of wholesale and retail coal 
dealers, he pleaded with the city administration to 
relax the law “during the defense emergency.” The 
change of front by this spokesman of coal dealers 
i h significant and gratifying. 

It. is possible that a serious situation may de- 
velop if too great delay in ordering coal creates 
Otherwise, Smoke Commis- 
sioner Boyles has said, there will be ‘plenty of 
smokeless coal this winter.

Finns count on America’s past sympathy, and think we are not 
really allied with Russia, conservative writer says; they are helping 
Hitler kill Soviet troops and our sailors; this country’s attitude on 
issue is an important factor in its postwar relations with Moscow.

OME weeks ago, an American talking 
to a Finnish official in New York ex- 
pressed the belief that American policy

after the war ought to view with some 
sympathy Russia’s claims for a safe frontier 
to the west. The Finn, presenting two very 


appealing blue eyes, asked: ‘You're not 


going to let us down, are you?” 

Courtesy made it difficult for the Amer!i- 
can to answer. But through his mind went 
visions of American sailors sinking into 
loy arctic waters trying to get help to 
Russia, while German soldiers were com- 
fortably billeted in Finland; visions of 
Finns killing Russian soldiers who might 
have saved American lives by killing Ger- 
mans; visions of Finland offering Hitler 
a great mobilization ground for his bar- 
baric armies and of Finnish armies rush- 
ing to the kill, when it looked as if Russia 
could not hold out in 1941, 

But the calm assurance of the Finn was 
significant. That assurance was born of a 
belief that we are not really allied with 
Russia and that when Hitler falls, our 
power will be thrown into the scales for 
a smali-nations’ peace—a peace like that 
of 1919. . . 

Finnish nafionals are not the only rep- 
resentatives of small nations in this coun- 
try who enjoy that bland confidence. And 
we must admit that the foolish babblings 
of Americans unfamiliar with European 
geography and politics have provided a 
basis for the belief in the infinite gulli- 
bility of Americans. 


Seeds of Russian Distrust. 


Is there any further mystery about 
Russia’s distrust in light of this? Or of 
Stalin’s determination to use hig great post- 
war power to decide for himself the condi- 
tions of his country’s security? 

Russia’s security is not a single problem 
but a series of problems, all rooted in the 
history of her relations with Western Eu- 
rope. There is good reason for thinking 
that Stalin's foreign policy does not differ 
essentially from that formulated by Peter 
the Great over two centuries ago. Among 
the various aspects of that policy was what 
Peter called “a window on the Baltic.” To 
that end, he created the city that is now 
Leningrad, 

The root of Stalin’s attitude toward Fin- 
land is his desire that this great city shall 
be reasonably protected from attack. An 
examination of the boundaries fixed after 
the Finnish-Russian war makes this clear. 


It is true that after that short war, 


Russia took more than she originally de- | terms. 


manded. But it is hard to deny that the 
treaty represented a degree of moderation 
on Russia’s part unusual in a victorious 
nation. Unquestionably great sentimental 
issues were raised, however, and some 
economic injury was done Finland. 


As to the force of Russia’s claim for 
a protected access to the Baltic, consider 
this hypothetical case. Suppose New Or- 
leans were our second largest city and the 
center of a great industrial area. And 
suppose that Cuba were the possession of 
a nation unfriendly to us and too weak 
to prevent its falling into the hands of an 
enemy country. Would we demand sov- 
ereignty over it? We would. And come 
to think of it, we did. 


In her lamentation, Finland had the as- 
Surance of sympathy from the Western 
powers, including the United States. The 
Finns apparently still count on that sym- 
pathy. Well do we remember how our 
audiences thrilled to the strains of “Fin- 
landia” in 1940. Did not the Finns pay 
their debts? And give the world Sibelius 
and Nurmi? 


A Lucky Break of History. 


Russia was aware of all that. Probably 
Stalin also remembers the fact that Eng- 
land and France asked Norway and Sweden 
for the right to send an expeditionary 
force across their territories to help the 
Finns against the Russians. One of the 
most incredibly lucky breaks in history 
was the refusal of that request, which was 
based on a ridiculous under-estimate of 
Russia’s strength. 


The problem now is to get the Finns 
out of the war and to free some 15 divisions 
of winter-trained Russian troops for the 
Smash against Hitler. Certainly, Russia 
will be more moderate in her demands 
now than after the war. 


The difficulties in. the way of getting 
Italy out of the war apply to Finland to 
an even greater degree, of course, for it 
is thoroughly occupied by German forces. 
If the Finns gave up, however, the Ger- 
mans would hardly be able to hold their 
present front, particularly with the terror 
of an arctic winter’s approach. 


Finland’s plight is largely of her own 
making. She miscalculated the strength 
of Russia. She indulged in the age-old 
fallacy that a nation can engage in a war 
of “limited responsibility.” And she let 
sentiment blind her to the clear fact that 
continuous prosperity and self-government 
might have been possible under thé 1940 
Sweden was wiser. 


Honors for Marshall and Eisenhower 


From the Pittsburgh Press. 


HE. late Hugh Johnson wrote that Gen. 
George C. Marshall was, “manly, fair, 
human, quiet, unassuming, uhpretentious— 
and: as coolly efficient as a surgeon's 
scalpel,” 
In four years as Chief of Staff of the 


Army, Gen. Marshall has done nothing to 


dull any facet of that tribute. On the con- 
trary, the spotlight of the war has illumi- 
nated all those traits in him. 
Announcement by President Roosevelt 
that Gen. Mdrshall would continue as Chief 
of Staff, despite the expiration of his four- 
year term, was consequently no surprise. 
The Army and the people, reading the rec- 


ord of the war to date, will applaud the 
President’s action. 

Similarly, the promotion of Gen. Elsen- 
hower from his “permanent” rank of Colonel 
to a major-generalship—his full generalship 
being only temporary—is an appropriate 
recognition of tasks well done in the face 
of many difficulties, not only of strategy 
and tactics but of logistics and diplomacy. 

It is a good guess that campaigns to 
come will bring Gen. Eisenhower further 
promotion, and further decorations such as 
the oak leaf cluster which the President 
has just added to the Distinguished Service 
Medal “Ike” won in the last war.

‘“‘America’s Role in Asia,” by Harry Paxten Heward.

HIS book is a frank gurvey of modern 
Asia, with emphasis on America’s influ- 
ence. Taking up the history of the last two 
centuries in some detail, the author pro- 
sae a comprehensive appraisal of the Far 
st. 

Throughout his work, Mr. Howard speaks 
vehemently against Western imperialism in 
Asia. , “The repeated setbacks to democratic 
developments in Asia have not been mainly 
due to Asiatic backwardness,” he says. 
“They have been mainly due to our con- 
sistent support of reaction and our con- 
sistent hostility to democratic forces.” 

Mr. Howard lays much of the blame for 
the present military dictatorship of Japan 
at the doors of Britain and the United 
States. For 40 years, he says, the Japanese 
“co-operated with Western empires againat 
their Asiatic colonials, But those days are 
over.” The Japanese “are now in buai- 
ness for themselves.” 

Mr. Howard lived itn Japan for many 
years until he was deported for writing «a 
book on the labor movement there, and his 
chapters on the Japanese are particularly 
illuminating. The people of Japan, he con- 
tends, are as strongly oppressed by the 
Bushi (the military set) as are the peoples 
of Manchuria and occupied China. There 
has always been a “deep and bitter con- 
flict between the military despotism and 
the people,” and, in the period of 1929-31, 
the peaceful, democratic group almost suc- 
ceeded in controlling the Government. 

After the war is won, the United States 
must take the lead in Asia, in Mr. Howard's 
opinion, He suggests that a United Nations 
Monroe Doctrine for the Far East should 
be drawn up. “If there is to be peace 
and not wars unending, if free govern- 
ments are not to perish from the earth, 
Asia must be free.” 

Many of the author’s strictures are per- 
haps open to question, and much of his 
material on Asia is not new, but he 
written an able analysis of an extremely 
complex subject.

Which raises anew the question of American-British relations 
with Russia. Are they as unsatisfactory as surface indicdtions seem 
to suggest, and, if so, is it conceivable that Germany may yet extri- 
cate itself from disaster by negotiating separate and bey 
peace with one or more of its enemies? 


Do criticisms of American- 
British policy, so harshly voiced 
by Soviet-controlled publications 
and by Moscow mouthpieces such 
as Earl Browder, reflect such 
‘acute Russian dissatisfaction with 
our conduct of the war as to 
foreshadow a deal between Russia 
and Germany independently of 
the other Allies? 

Do the objections of certain 
prominent Americans to the Amer- 
ican-British policy of uncondition- 
al surrender, and intimation by 
such elements that Russia con- 
templates a separate peace with 
Germany, possibly foreshadow 
American and British deals with 
Germany of a less harsh charac- 
ter than Russia may actually de- 
mand? 

Do the recent speeches and 
press statements of President 
Roosevelt, Prime Minister Church- 
ill, Secretary of State Hull and 
other American and British offi- 
cials stressing the sincerity of 
American and British collabora- 
tion’ with Russia represent ac- 
tualities, or imply disconcerting 
cleavages? : 


What Inquiry Shows. 

I have spent the last week in 
Washington trying .to get at the 
bottom of this and other phases 
of the war. My inquiries confirm 
my view that American-British 
collaboration with «Russia is on 
a considerably more satisfactory 
basis than a superficial scrutiny of 
the situation might suggest. 

It is true that the Russians do 
not consider our invasion of Italy 
a satisfactory substitute for the 
invasion of France and the Low 
Countries which they desire. It is 
true’ that the Russians are appre 
hensive of our political and milid 
tary policies as we are apprehen- 
sive regarding certain anpous of 
Russian policies. 

It is inconceivable that gov- 
ernments and peoples with such 
fundamentally divergent philoso- 
phies and backgrounds as the 
Russians and the Americans 
should succeed in establishing as 
extensive and unreserved a degree 
of military, political and economic 
collaboration as now exist be- 
tween the Americans and the 
British. 

The Russians are a blunt and 
bold people accustomed to saying 
what they think and demanding 
whatever they want regardless of 
the sensibilities or sentiments of 
others. But they are also a highly 
realistic and practical people ac- 
customed to acting only in what 
they deem to be their own best 
interests without thought of any 
other interests. The Russians 
are not inwardly surprised when 
others act similarly. 


Russians Understand. 

So when the Americans and 
British politely but firmly refuse 
to attack Germany’s best defended 
positions until they consider them- 
selves adequately prepared to suc- 
ceed in such operations, and 
meantime attack where and in the 
manner they deem most certain to 
assure the ultimate defeat of the 
enemy, the Russians understand 
and, I believe, inwardly accept 
such behavior on our part. 

The Russians may not choose 
to acknowledge that one of the 
reasons their armies are able to 
make such spectacular advances 
along a 600-mile front is that 
American-British bombing opera- 
tions have gravely undermined 
Germany's capacity to maintain 
land operations while American- 
British land, air and Bea ppera- 
tions have compelled Germ&ny to 
use four-fifths of its remaining 
fighter air strength in Western 
and Southern Europe, thus leaving 
the Russian skies almost clear 
for the Russian air forces to bomb 
and strafe the retreating Ger- 
mans. But the Russians are well 
aware of the contribution made 
by those operations and the val- 
uable assistance afforded Russia 
by American and British planes, 
other war materials and food, 

The Russians share our desire 
to bring about a state of affairs 
fm which the peace-loving nations 
will be free to pursue their do- 
mestic policies without constant 
fear of attack by militarily am- 
bitious neighbors. 


Soviet-Japanese Conflict. 

The Russians likewise realize 
that the surest way to dispel such 
threats is to smash once and for 
all the governments seeking mili-

military ambitions has come to/_ 
The continent of Europe is being invaded by British- | 
American forces, thereby compelling the Axis to conduct large-scale 
military operations in the South while fighting desperately against 
swiftly advancing Russian forces in the East. 

It has been an axiom of German military science that Germany 
lost the last war because it was compelled to fight on two widely 
separated fronts and: that no diplomatic or military effort should be 


tary dominion. I believe that as- 
piration wil! keep’ Russie in the 
war until Germany is thoroughly 
defeated, and I believe it will im- 
pel Russia to join eventually in 
the war against Japan. 

Whether Russia will fight Japan 
as soOn as Germany is defeated, 
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or whether Russia will wait until 
the Americans, British ,and Chi- 
nese have almost defeated Japan 
without Russian aid and without 
the use of Russian bases is 4diffi- 
cult to say. I suspect Russia may 
choose the latter course and, never- 
theless, claim to nave a voice in 
the division of spoils and power 
when Japan is defeated, and ‘that 
some of the present harsh Soviet 
criticisms of American and British 
failure to open the Russian con- 
ception of a second front may be 
inspired more by a desire to justify 
such a Russian breathing spell, 
while we fight Japan without Rus- 
sian aid, and to justify Russian 
postwar territorial demands in 
Europe, than by inclination to 
part company with us in the war 
against Germany. 


Pressure Unnecessary. 9 
In the meantime, it seems to me 
that there is no reason for : the 
thoughtful American citizen to be 
uneasy gbout Russian-American 
relations, or to bring political 
pressure on the American and 
British military commands to 
modify their basic strategy in 
deference to Russian demands. 
There is no sign that the su- 
preme command considers the 
conditions in France and the Low 
Countries sufficiently propitious 
as yet to warrant early invasion 
from across the channef. For the 
present our operations according- 
ly are likely to continue to be 
centered in the Mediterranean. 
The Germans, however, must at 
all times maintain most of their 
air strength and much. of their 


land strength in Western Europe| 


in anticipation of the day when 
Americans, British and Canadians 
will land there. The certainty of 
such a development but the un- 
certainty of the moment likéwise 
assists Russia more than Russian 
comment concedes. 


How Long for Japan. ° 

Meantime, the Japanese are 
painfully aware of the fact that 
their European ally no longer is 
able to preoccupy most of Ameri- 
can and British air and naval 
strength and that Japan must ex- 
pect increasing pressure on its 
island positions, on Burma and 
other Japanese positions on the 
Asiatic mainland, and on Japan 
itsélf. 

The production of planes, ships 
and war materials of the United 
States and Britain has become so 
large that we can throw great 
strength against Japan without 
waiting for the complete defeat 
of Germany. That means the 
global war will require legs time 
than otherwise. 

I asked a man _ exceptionally 
qualified to discuss the war in 
the Far East how long he thought 
it would taRe to defeat Japan. 
“One year after massive supplies 
have been delivered to the forces 
in China,” was his reply. If the 
operations now being directed by 
Lord Louis Mountbatten succeed 
in reopening the Byrma Road or 
other routes for supplying ad- 
vanced bases in China during the 
period between November and 
May, the reader will have a rule 
of thumb for calculating the most 
debated topic of our time, “when 
will the war be over.” 


Turkey’s Neutrality. 


I once suggested another crude ; 


rule of thumb which no longer 
appears to have merit. I said that 
when Turkey entered the war you 
could be sure that the European 
phase of the war would be over 
in a very few months. ; 

It now appears very doubtful 
whether Turkey will enter the 
war at all. Experts in Near East- 
ern affairs believe that the Istan- 
bul newspaper, Tan, which has 
been anti-Axis in tone, accurately 
reflected Turkish policy when it 
declared, on Aug. 25, “This war 
is not ours.

Italian Papers 
All Pessimistic 
About Invasion 


Expect Further Allied 
Landings — Some 
Renew Call for 
Peace.

HE Italian press today com- 

mented on the Allied invasion 

of the mainland with unre- 
lieved pessimism, which was re- 
garded as virtually preparing the 
people for a coup de grace, and 
some of the newspapers renewed 
‘their calls for peace. 

La Stampa of Turin said Ital- 
ians must “find a way out of the 
war” in the “quickest and best 
way possible.” 

The Badoglio Government, La 
Stampa added, is “conscious of 
this necessity and favors it.” 

After displaying a calm, almost 
indifferent manner toward the in- 
vasion yesterday, the press broke 
out today with editorials which 
contained few words of resistance. 


‘All Italy Exposed.’ 


“The tragedy is in its culmina- 
tion,” declared Rome’s Il Messag- 
gero, adding direly that further 
attacks are “possible, rather prob- 
able, at every point onthe penin- 
sula. All Italy is exposed to blows.” 

Turin’s Gazetta del] Popolo com- 
mented that defense of the south- 
ern part of Calabria presented 
many difficulties against an ene- 
my holding dominion of the sea 
and air. 

(A manifesto demanding “an im- 
medéate peace with all democratic 
nations” and abolition of “the guil- 
ty monarchy” has been distributed 
throughout Italy by the Italian 
League for Human Rights, the 
Stockholm newspaper Dagens Ny- 
heter said in a dispatch reported to 
the Office of War Information to- 
night.) 


Impressed by Raid. 


The pounding which American 
Fortress bombers gave Bolzano 
and Trento Thursday, crippling 
rail traffic through the Brenner 
Pass, had impressed Italy, a Milan 
dispatch to the newspaper Der 
Bund said. 

The fact that the Allies decided 
to strike the southernmost point 
of the Italian mainland, instead of 
hitting farther north, provided the 
chief surprise for Italians concern- 
ing the invasion, a Rome dispatch 
to the Gazette de Lausanne said. 

Political ‘circles in Rome recent- 
ly expressed the belief that the 
Allied armies would strike to the 
north in the region around Naples 
or possibly even in Tuscany in an 
effort to cut off and encircle 
southern Italy. 


Not Sure It’s Major Thrust. 


(Berlin dispatches received in 
Stockholm indicated that the Ger- 

ns, too, were not certain at the 
outset, at least, that this first as- 
sault would be the major Allied 
thrust at Italy. The Aftonbladet 
correspondent said the Germans 
were delaying throwing their. full 
defensive strength against the 
British Eighth Army while wait- 
ing to determine whether other 
attagks may develop.

ARK days are ahead for Axis forces reeling under a week of 
powerful thrusts of Allied might on all of the worid’s war fronts. 
From the Donets Basin area where the valiant Russian armies 
are surging steadily forward, through the Mediterranean where Italy

now is being invaded, to the Far Pacific where Navy planes blasted 
Japan’s Marcus Island base, the week just closed piled trouble upon 


trouble for the Axis. 

And more disasters are coming, 
This is par- 
ticularly true in the southern Euro- 
pean sector where every indication 
points to new invasion moves 
spearheaded by American troops. 

Those landings, if carried out, 
would force new breaches in the 
already penetrated outer defenses 
of the fortress of Europe, broken 
first by the British and Canadian 
invasion at the foot of the Italian 
boot. Possibilities are strong that 
the American troops may land far- 
ther up the boot, flanking Axis 
forces retreating before the drive 
of the British and Canadian 
armies. 


German Resistance. 

German troops in Italy can be 
expected to fight bitterly, particu- 
larly in the north, to Keep airfields 
out of Allied hands as long as pos- 
sible. ’ 

The invasion of Italy, which still 
might be expanded to include land- 
ings in southern France, Crete or 
Greece, of course was bad news for 
the Axis. 

But Hitler was hit really hard in 
the Donets area. There the Rus- 
sian armies drove the Germans out 
of Taganrog, the southern anchor 
for their front, and the Nazis have 
started a “disengagement” move- 
ment that already has moved their 
lines far back toward an ultimate 
stand along the Dnieper River. 

Closer to home for the Germans, 
the might of Allied air power has 
been demonstrated time and again 
with pofinding of German indus- 


‘trial centers climaxed by devastat- 


ing bombardments of Berlin. That 
staggering damage has _ been 
caused is evident from the weight 
of bombs dropped on the Nazi cap- 
ital, estimated by the British as 
greater than the total of the long 
months of aerial bombardment of 
London by the German Air Force. 

Underground movements added 
to the Nazi problem in Europe, 
topped by the uprising in Den- 
mark, once regarded as the quiet- 
est of the Axis-occupied countries. 


Attacks in Pacific. 

In the Pacific the battering con- 
tinued against Japan with a car- 
rier task force assault on the 
enemy’s Marcus Island base, pos- 
sibly portending a mighty offen- 
sive by sea. However, its full 
significance remains in doubt 
pending disclosure of details. The 
Japanese fell back also in the Solo- 
mons, withdrawing from their im- 
portant Rekata Bay sea plane base 
on Santa Isabel Island. Allied 
troops continued a drive to knock 
out Salamaua on New Guinea and 
bombing planes pounded other Jap- 
anese bases throughout the South 
and Southwest Pacific areas. . 

One reason for the setbacks for 
the Japanese was discolsed by 
Navy Secretary Knox in report- 
ing that more than one-third of 
Japan’s cargo tonnage—highly im- 
portant in supplying outlying 
bases—had-.been destroyed by Al- 
lied forces. More destruction of 
Japanese shipping is coming, prin- 
cipally from roving American sub- 
marines beating relentlessly at the 
enemy supply lines. 


YANKS IN BRITAIN HEALTHIER 
THAN IN ANY OTHER THEATER 


LONDON, Sept. 4 (AP).—The 
health record of American troops 
in. the British Isles is better than 
that of United States Army men in 
any other overseas theater, Brig. 
Gen. James S, Simmons, director 
of preventive medicine in the divi- 
sion office of the Surgeon General, 
said today in an announcement 
from the Army’s European the- 
ater headquarters. 

Gen. Simmons has just com- 
pleted an inspection of American 
hospitals and other installations in 
the European theater. . 

“The total disease rate in the en- 
tire Army now is the lowest in its 
history,’ he said. “In Great Britain 
there are Jess intestinal, venereal 
and other diseases than anywhere 
else where our soldiers are serving 
away from home.” He attributed 
the healthy condition of the armed 
forces here to a healthful, tem- 
perate climate, excellent British co- 
operation and the Army’s effective 
medical service. 


BRITISH SLOOP EGRET IS SUNK 


LONDON, Sept. 4 (AP).—The 
Admiralty announced last night 
the loss of the British sloop Egret. 
The next of kin of the casualties 
have been notified. 

(Jane’s Fighting Ships listed the 
Egret as a 1200-ton vessel with a 
normal complement of 188 men. It 
was completed in November, 1938, 
and carried eight four-inch guns 
and smaller ordnance.) 


Northern Italy, 

The belief was repeated in 
Rome, however, that the Allies 
did not intend to fight the full

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NEW ARMY TUGBOAT 
BUILT IN SECTIONS, 
SHIPPED BY PLANE 


‘Marine Tractor’ Can Be Op- 
erated by Two Men—Hun- 
dreds Ordered. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 4 (AP).— 
The Army has a new portable 
tugboat it calls a “marine tractor” 
that can be -transported in dis- 
mantled form from port to port 
by airplane and put together again 
in three hours. 

All steel, and powered *by two 
gasoline engines, it is described 
as more maneuverable than a 


reguiar tug. One can be built in 
about a week, compared with three 
to four months for construction of 
a tug of the type the Army is now 
using for towing barges and light- 
ers in inland waters and around 
ports. 

Several hundred of the “river 
jitneys” had been ordered from 
the Chrysler Corporation, the de- 
signers, 

A two-man crew is all the tug 
requires, compared with a crew 
of 11 or 12 on a regular tug. Of- 
ficers said anyone who could drive 
an automobile could run one. 

It’s 38% feet long, 15% feet 
wide and weighs 25 tons. It will 
tow and push up to 400 tons, and 
has a maximum speed of nine 
miles an hour with full load. 

It is constructed in four sections, 
the two forward sections being 
pontoons and the two aft sections 
béing housings for the engines, 
Only 30 bolts are required to put 


it together. 


Algiers Directs . 
France to Step 
Up Sabotage 


Tells Underground 
Group to Prepare 
for Time of Allied 


Landings. 


ALGIERS, Sept. 4 (AP). 


HE French Cammittee of Na- 
T tiona: Liberation, keying its 

moves with the advance of the 
Allies onto the European main- 
land, has ordered the underground 
committee of resistance inside 
France to step up its. organizing 
and sabotage activities in prepara- 
tion for the day when Allied forces 
land in France. 

The underground committee is 
led by a young president who the 
Germans by now know is far from 
being a myth. He remains anony.- 
mous except to his close collab- 
orators in France and to _ those 
closely connected with the libera- 
tion comittee here under Gen. 
Charles de Gaulle and Gen. Henri 
Giraud. 

The underground president, it 
was disclosed today, is a man pre- 
viously unknown in French politics 
who has risen to the top through 
strong leadership. He is said to 
have the full support of the un- 
derground committee and in turn is 
said by De Gaullists here to have 
accepted the Liberation Committee 
in Algiers as the governing body of 
French liberation efforts. 

An adherent of De Gaulle’s said 
the underground chief was a De 
Gaullist. 

The underground committee 
holds regular meetings in cities 
throughout France, even in Stras- 
bourg, which the Nazis annexed. 
The members meet almost under 
the eyes of the Gestapo, and yet 
it is said the Germans never 
learned about any meeting place 
until too late to make any arrests. 

The De Gaulle aid here said that 
the resistance committee has an 
“army” in France. 

“Thousands and thousands of 
French have fled to the hills rath- 
er than work in Germany,” he 
said. “This army has rifles, ma- 
chine guns, mortars and some ar- 
tillery.” 

The main underground commit- 
tee works through subcommittees 
in each department of France, and 
these subcommittees have under 
them local committees in towns 
and villages. 

This highly centralized network 
has placed sabotage on a smoothly 
organized basis, directing its main 
effort in preparations for full 
activity when the Allies land in 
France. 


Nazis Reported Arresting Leaders 
of French Economic Life. 
BERN, Sept. 4 (AP).—The Ga- 
zette de Lausanne reported today 
that German authorities in France 
were arresting many leaders of 
French economic life and accusing 
them of “anti-German sentiments 
and connivance with dissidents.” 
The newspaper said the Nazis 
also had demanded a purge of Ha- 
vas, French news agency, with the 
result that Pierre Dominique had 

been ousted as its director. 

The Tribune de Geneve reported 
that two French youths had ma- 
chine-gunned and killed the chief 
of Pierre Laval’s collaborationist 
militia at Thonon in Haute Savoie 
Province, 


Pisa’s Tower Still Leaning.

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HITLER'S CHOICE OF HIMMLER 
AS ADMINISTRATOR TAKEN AS 
SIGN REICH WILL CRACK UP 


It Is Made Clear to 


World That the Real 


Power in Germany Is Gestapo Chief Whose 
One Method Is Terror—People Will Pay 
Heavy Price for Having Sadist as Leader.

T IS a fortunate thing for the 


l 


world that Heinrich Himmler, the 


near-sighted, owlish, pale Gestapo chief, has been appointed German 
Minister of the Interior and Reich's Administrator. It is probably 


fortunate even for the German people, although they will have to 
pay a terrible price for the luxury of having a hangman and sadist 


in control of their fate. 


Himmler’s appointment by the trapped, hysterical Adolf Hitler 


simplifies the issues. 


The world and the Reich now know that terror 


and brute force alone govern Germany and the areas occupied by 


German arms. 


Himmler stands revealed publicly as the man whom 


we observing the German political scene at close range all knew 
him to be—the real power in Germany. 


About five years ago, I was dis- 
position of Reichs- 
marshal Hermann Goering in the 
Nazi scheme of things with a rela- 
tive of his. Goering then held the 
following offices: Generalissimo of 
the Luftwaffe, president of the 
Reichstag, dictator of the four- 
year plan for economic self-suf- 
ficiency, Reich’s Master of the 
Hunt, Prussian Prime Minister, 
Chief Forester of the Reich, and 
Reich’s Minister for Air. He was 
generally regarded as Hitler's pick 
as his successor. 

About a year later, at the begin- 
ning of World War II, Hitler of- 
ficially designated him as such. 


To my surprise, the Goering re- 
lation said: “My cousin is making 
a grave mistake in thinking of 
himself as Germany’s No. 2 man. 
thé trouble is, he has no 
macht’—no palace guards, so-to- 
speak, no armed force which is at 
his beck and call. To be sure, he 
commands the Luftwaffe. But that 
is a military organization, inexperi- 
enced in regulating the lives of 
civilians. My cousin made the 
mistake of his Hfe when, in 1936, 
he yielded the Prussian Ministry of 
the Interior. Since then he has had 
no personal force to back him up.” 


Scope of Himmler’s Power. 


Heinrich Himmler has proven 
smarter than Hermann Goering. 
Quietly and effectively he took 
over one police function after an- 
other, until Hitler in 1936 appointed 
him chief of the entire Reich's 
police. Under Nazism the police is 
not a state or city or, village 
matter, but a federal institution. 


Himmler until now held a fate- 
ful dual capacity. For the regular 
police force he was technically 
responsible to the Reich’s Minister 
of the Interior, Dr. Wilhelm Frick, 
who has now been shoved off to 
Prague to become Lord Protector 
of Bohemia-Moravia at the age of 
56. 

Many a time Interior Minister 
Frick was in a fury to discover 
that he really didn’t know what 
was going on within the Reich, 
although as “home minister” he 
should know. Himmler could al- 
ways hide his failure or refusal t 
report behind his special, confi- 
dential relation to Hitler as head 
of his “SS.” 


Even Hitler Watched. 

But it wasn’t only Wilhelm Frick 
who felt Himmler’s growing power; 
Hitler soon had to learn that even 
he was being watched by Himmler 
and his Gestapo. I know of several 
authenticated instances when high 
foreign and German officials 
thought they were chatting confi- 
dentially with Hitler, only to learn 
that Himmler without Hiitler’s 
knowledge had listened in with the 
aid of secretly laid microphones, 
and had obtained a verbatim rec- 
ord of the goings-on behind closed 
doors, 


Hitler during the closing morfths 
of my stay in Germany obviously 
feared Himmler. 

Himmler has now attained his 
goal. The man whose office he 
worked so hard to take over has 
been sent to the seething, rebel- 
lious protectorate of Bohemia and 
Moravia. He probably will share 
the fate of hfS predecessor protem, 
the late Reinhard Heydrich. 

Nobody expected heavy-set, stut- 
tering Baron Konstantin von Neu- 
rath to return to Prague. After 
Lidice and MHeydrich’'s violent 
death, he was too scared to come 


‘haus-. 


back. In the coming trial of the 
Nazi criminals he will probably 
figure less as a tormentor of 
Czechs than as a representative of 
the South-Gorman tithed gentry 
who, although he must have known 
of the criminal acts of Hitler and 
his cohorts, nevertheless gave ac- 
tive support to the Nazi cause, 
even accepting high rank in the 
Himmler SS gangster formations. 


Boss of Bureaucracy. 


Himmler is now not only in 
charge of everything that pertains 
to the police. He is also, as Min- 
ister of the Interior, the Reich's 
chief administration (verwaltung). 
Germany is the traditional home 
of the bureaucracy. Its civil ser- 
vice corps was a vast one under 
the Kaiser; it was equally vast 
during the shortlived republic. It 
reached astronomic figures, how- 
ever, under Nazism. Himmler now 
bosses that enormous organization. 
His spies will be everywhere to 
see to it that nobody will question 
an order or fail to execute a de- 
cree, no matter how cruel or in- 
humane. 


If Frick, who is, relatively 
speaking, a gentleman as gangsters 
go, should prove too soft in his 
dealings with the Czechs to please 
Himmler, Karl H. Frank, the for- 


{mer bookseller, who held the rank 


of State’s Secretary under Von 
Neurath, HeydrichK and Police Gen- 
eral Kurt. Daluege in the pro- 
tectorate, can be relied on to 
correct the situation. I feel con- 
vinced he will turn up again in 
Prague if Frick cannot manage 
alone. He probably is acting as 
Himmler’s right-hand-man — his 
new Heydrich—right now. Frank 
was the willing chief executioner 
for the unspeakable Heydrich, and 
was particularly fanatical in 
stamping out Czech clergymen and 
teachers, whom he regarded as the 
Reich’s mast formidable enemies. 


One wonders that Frank—who is 
not to be confused with the equally 
detestable tormentor of Poland, 
Governor-General Hanns Frank— 
— — yet met the fate of Hey- 

rich.

and Konstantin Hierl, the chief 
of the compulsory German labor 
service, was. Probably Hierl did 
not want to work under Himmler. 
‘But I know that Hier) for a long 
time has had the anibition of be- 
coming a minister of the Reich. 
It is equally conceivable that, as 
a sop to Hierl’s vanity, Himmier 
has hfmself suggested that the 
head of the Reich’s Arbeits-Dienst 
be humored with an appointment 
‘as an independent Reich’s min- 
ister. He will probably be all the 
more pliable as a tool of 
Himmler’s. 

This does not mean the eclipsing 
of Dr. Robert Ley, the Reich’s 
labor leader and chief of Hitler’s 
political organization, the Nazi 
party. 

But all of them—Ley, Hlierl, 
Frank and even Frick—are now 
in the last analysis under the heel 
of Heinrich Himmler, who can 
control all these men through his 
almost unlimited powers as head 
of the Gestapo.

CHICAGO, Sept. 4—(AP). De- 
neen A. Watson, national chairman 
of the Republican Postwar Policy 
Association, urged party leaders 
tonight to make a strong, clear 
declaration on foreign policy, and 
expressed the hope it would favor 
creation of a council of nations 
and an international police force. 

Watson’s speech was delivered 
by radio while governors, senators, 
representatives and party officials 
were gathering at Mackinac Is- 
land, Mich., for a meeting of the 
Republican postwar advisory coun- 
cil.

the Mackinac Island conference, 
is on Page 1-B.) 


Watson, whose group has no of- 
ficial link with the party, asserted 
the “little people” wére watching 
the conferences. He continued: 

“They know you will give them 
before you leave Mackinac a forth- 
right statement on foreign policy, 
so strong and so clear that no one 
can say it is... a weasel-worded 
plank that can mean all things 
to all men.” 


“Basic Essentials.” 


He contended American foreign 
policy must. include these 11 
“basic essentials”: | 

“1. Unconditional surrender and 
complete disarmament of the Axis. 


“2. Prevention of the Axis from 
ever again manufacturing imple- 
ments of war. | @ 


“3. Occupation of the Axis na- 
tions by forces of the United 
Nations until world security is 
assured. 


“4. Punishment of Axis war lead- 
OfB 4.40 


“5. Agreement now by the United 
Nations as to theolution of prob- 
lems -arising when hostilities 
cease, such as the recognition of 
temporary governments ... 

“6. Continued co-operation of 
the United Nations in peacetime, 
particularly of Britain, China, Rus- 
sia and the United States... 

“7, Establishment of a council 
of nations, with the United Na- 
tions as a nucleus, to prevent by 
force the rise of new forms of 
aggression and to solve by peace- 
ful methods worldwide problems. 
° . In the creation of such a 
council of nations we must start 
slowly, with limited powers, and 
gradually develop permanent ma- 
chinery. 

“8. Establishment of regional 
divisions of the council to handle 
purely’ regional problems, 

“9. Establishment of a world 
court to adjudicate international 
disputes. 

International Police. 

“10. Creation of an international 
police force to restrain aggres- 
sion, such force to be composed 
of armed forces of members of 
the council of nations and subject 
to call of council only when 
needed. 

“11. Creation of an expanding 
world economy and the mainte- 
manee of economic peace in the 
postwar world by opening the 
channels of world trade to the 
end that, without jeopardizing 
their domestic institutions and 
economy, all peoples who will 
grant these rignts to others shall 
have access on just and equal 
terms to the markets and raw 
materials of the world.” 

Watson expressed hope such a 
program would be adopted by the 
Mackinac parley, approved by 
Congress, incorporated in the Re- 
publican 1944 platform and ac- 
cepted by the party’s presidential 
nominee. 

He said delegates to the asso- 
ciation’s regional conferences and 
“hundreds of other Republicans” 
with whom he had talked “want 
the United States to co-operaté 
with other nations to end wars and 
to build a better world.” 

Minnesota Man’s Program. 

At Mackinac Island, Gov. Ed- 
ward J. Thye of Minnesota out- 
lined for the advisory council a 
program of government he said 
was based on the political philos- 
‘ophies of his predecessor, Former 

Gov. Harold E. Stassen, now a 
Lieutenant Commander in the 
United States Navy. 
- Thye, quoting directly from Stas- 
sen’s utterances during his term 
of office to support each point, 
proposed: 

Federal tax, investment, monop- 
oly and patent policies which 
would encourage the expansion 
of free enterprise. 

A flexible public works pro- 
gram, adjusted currently to the

Twenty-four Governors, repre- 
senting States with 60 per cent of 
the country’s population and 312 
of the country’s 531 presidential 
electoral votes, are expected here. 

The House delegation of 12 mem- 
bers will be headed by Joseph W. 
Martin Jr., House minority leader. 
The Foreign Affairs Committee 
representatives are Eaton and Mrs. 
Frances P. Bolton of Qhio. . The 
other House members setm to 
have been picked by Spangler and 
Martin on a geographical basis, 
and none of the members has 
taken a decided public stand for or 
against international co-operation. 
If anything, the weight of this 
group is against such co-operation. 

' Party Representatives, 

The representatives of the party 
itself were picked for geographical 
reasons or because of their official 
position. Besides Spangler, they 
include Representative J. William 
Ditter of Pennsylvania, chairman 
of the Republican Congressional 
Committee, and former Senator 
John G. Townsend of Delaware, 
chairman of the Republican Sena- 
torial Committee. Two women are 
in this group, Mrs. Bertha Baur, 
National Committeewoman for IIli- 
nois, and Mrs. Dudley C. Hay, Na- 
tional Commifteewoman for Michi- 
gan, 

Also in this group is Clarence 
Budington Kelland, National Com- 
mitteeman from Arizona and a 
former publicity director for the 
National Committee. Kelland sur- 
prised his associates last week by 
announcing his own five-point in- 
ternational program, a combina- 
tion of plans for international co- 
operation and alliances, but in the 
last analysis an imperialistic de- 
mand for American sea, land and 
air bases throughout the world, 
with the Pacific Ocean “an Amer- 
ican lake.” He is expected to of- 
fer his solution to the council and 
is likely to get support from other 
National Committee members. 
The speaking agenda of the con- 
ference is light. Gov. Raymond 
E. Baldwin of Connecticut will 
broadcast a brief “Labor Day Sa- 
lute” tomorrow (Sunday) morn- 
ing, and Chairman Spangler will 
open the conference Monday morn- 
ing. Tuesday morning there will 
be broadcast a conference round- 
table discussion. 

Tenor of Resolution. 
Although the conference is ex- 
pected to adopt a resolution in its 
closing session putting the council 
on record as favoring some form 
of international co-operation, it 
probably will not be more specific 
than the Willkie resolution voted 
by the National Committee at Chi- 
cago on ‘April 20, 1942, over the

opposition of Senator Taft, or the 
resolution of the House Repub- 
lican members unanimously adopt- 
ed Sept. 22. Both were reaffirmed 
at the National Committee meeting 
in St. Louis Dec. 7. 

Up to now these _ resolutions 
have been the only official word 
on Republican foreign policy. The 
Chicago declaration said: 

“We realize that after this war 
the responsibility of the nation will 
not be circumscribed within the 
territorial limits of the United 
States; that our nation has an ob- 
ligation to assist in the bringing 
about of understanding, comity 
and co-operation among the na- 
tions of the world in order that 
our own liberty may be preserved 
and that the blighting and destruc- 
tive processes of war may not 
again be forced upon us and upon 
free and peace-loving peoples of 
the world.” 


Qualification Added. 


The Republican House members 
thought this declaration might 
prove embarrassing, so they added 
7 — The House resolution 


“We recognize that the United 
States has an obligation and re- 
‘sponsibility to work with other na- 
tions to bring about a world un- 
derstanding and co-operative spirit 
which will have for its supreme ob- 
jective the continued maintenance 
of peace. In doing so, we must 
not endanger our own independ- 
ence, weaken our American way 
of life or our system of govern- 
ment.” 3 

There is obvious reluctance 
among many Republicans to go be* 
yond these declarations. Chair- 
man Spangler indicated the way 
out when he announced last June 
that the present council was ex- 
pected “to organize itself into sub- 
committees for the study of impor- 
tant segments of the postwar econ- 
omy, with the idea of seeking ways 
for accomplishing swiftly and suc- 
cessfully the change-over from war 
to peacetime production and liv- 
ing.” 

If this procedure is followed 
here at Mackinac, the next ques- 
tion arises: Who will be on the 
subcommittees making the studies 
for the next national convention? 

This council is only advisory and 
the final say will rest with the 
convention and _ the presidential 
nominee, but its work will be im- 
portant just as far as it can guide 
public sentiment, the next con- 
vention and its presidential nomi- 
nee, If the sub-committees are 
“packed” for any particular view- 
point, it soon will be evident. 

In announcing the meetings 
here, Chairman Spangler boasted 
that “the Council marks the first 
time in modern history of a po- 
litical party that its members, 
elected by the people and currently 
serving in elective office, and of- 
ficials of. the party itself, have 
been organized into a single body 
to consider the problems of the 
nation.” 

Departure From Procedure, 

The meetings here are a de- 
departure from usual] political pro- 
cedure, although the Glenn Frank 
Committee had the same objective. 
The 49 members of the Council 
are, in the aggregate, an influential 
group within the party and 
throughout the nation.“ What they 
say and do here during the next 
three days will be a valuable con- 
tribution to public information, 
next year’s campaign and to po- 
litical practice. 

The Senators, Governors and 
House members, who have direct 
contact with the people, are well 
informed on domestic issues and 
are in a position to offer their own 
solutions for the country’s domes- 
tie ills.

‘Liberties Imperiled When

COLUMBUS, O., Sept. 4 (AP).— 
Gov. John W. Bricker of Ohio, 
asserting that among the prin- 
ciples of our government is “free- 
dom from a self-perpetuating bu- 
reaucracy,” advocated today the 
Republican Party submit a consti- 
tutional amendment limiting the 
tenure of the President to one 
term of six years.

President of the United States.” 

Bricker’s formal] statement, 
enunciating for the first time his 
views on some domestic questions, 
was issued as he left for Macki- 
nac Island, Mfch., to attend the 
Republican postwar advisory 
council meeting. f 

There has grown in recent years 
Bricker said, “a bureaucracy 
which attempts to superimpose the 
power of government over the in- 
dividual in his daily life and the 
conduct of his business.” 

“When. political power or the 
perpetuation in office of a Presi- 
dent becomes the motivating fac- 
tor in government, our liberties are 
imperiled,” he continued: “as a 
proposal to restore this govern- 
ment of ours to the control of the 
people, the Republican Party 
should take the position in the 
coming campaign both in its plat- 
form and through its candidate 
for a single term of four years for 
the next President of the United 
States and pledge itself to submit 
under the Constitution an amend- 
ment to the people of our country 
to limit the tenure of the Presi- 
dent of the United States here- 
after to one term of six years.”

New Sinarquist League, 

“Shortly after Mexico became a 
belligerent,” Chase writes, “the Si- 
narquistas became the sponsors of 
a new organization—the Liga Anti- 
belica Mexicana—which seems to 
exist only on paper. In the nafhe 
of this Antiwar League, the Sinar- 
quists distribute leaflets with calls 
like the following: 


“ ‘Mexicans be alert! Watch out 
for seducers. Stay out of the war. 
You have no quarrel with any 
other country. Mexico of Christ 
the King and.Santa Maria de 
Guadalupe, you must not be en- 
meshed in the Jewish Interna- 
tional’,” 7 


The Sinarquists put prolonged 
pressure on President Avila Ca- 
macho to grant permission for 
them to settle in Mexico’s Lower 
California. They claimed they 
were willing to organize industries 
and construct roads in that valu- 
able wilderness, so strategically 
placed just’ to the south of the 
great airplane industry and train- 
ing centers in California, Finally 
in 1942 Camacho granted their re- 
quest, 


“Mexicans bitterly refer to Lower 
California today as the ‘Republica 
Sinarquista’,” Chase writes. “To 
the shores of this ‘Republic’ have 
come German and Japanese sub- 
marines for smuggled shipments 
of valuable Mexican mercury. 
Within its borders the Sinarquis- 
tas have established a state within 
a state and a potential powder keg 
of far from minute dimensions ,, .” 


Gen. Wilhelm von Faupel. 


Behind all the manifold activity 
of the Falange in the Western 
Hemisphere, in Chase’s view, is 
Nazi Gen. Wilhelm von Faupel. 
He it was who expanded the Ibero- 
American Institute in Barcelopa so 
that it became an important train- 
ing center both for Nazi and 
Falange agents who would operate 
in the Americas. Von Faupel has 
a far-reaching knowledge of Span- 
ish and American relationships 
and his direction of the work of 
thousands of Falange agents has 
been diabolically shrewd, 


Chase concludes his book with 
an ominous warning. He says that 
if Spain survives this war as the 
sor ay of Fascism, with the Fa- 
lange still entrenched in power, 
then the Falange in this hemi- 
sphere will also survive and flour- 
ish as a carrier of Fascism in the 
Americas. It is not enough, he 
stresses, to check its activities 
here.

TANK PRODUCTION 
PLANS CUT 40 PCT 
INLAST 6 MONTH 


British, Reds Cancel Or- 
ders for Medium Ve- 
hicles—U,. S. Divisions 
Fully Equipped. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 4 (AP).— 
The Army’s,. tank production pro- 
gram has been cut back approxi- 
mately 40 per cent in the last six 
or s*ven months, principally be- 
cause of cancellations of British 
and Russian orders for medium 
tanks. 

Maj. Gen. Lucius D. Clay, direc- 


tor of Materiel for the. Army serv- 
ice forces, said today that the cut- 
back serge 15% a dollar value re- 
duction in this year’s program of 
slightly more than one-third. 

For 1944, the reduction will be 
about 50 per cent, he said, but pro- 
duction will be still slightly ahead 
of 1943. For both years, said Clay, 
the original schedules were fixed 
nearly two years ago. 

Few if any plant shutdowns have 
resulted from the cutback. Clay 
said he knew of no prime con- 
tractors whose plants had been 
closed, although some sections of 
larger plants may have been shut 
down. The result among the many 
thousands of subcontractors is 
more difficult to determine, he 
added, but even among these the 
majority at least have shifted to 
other war produgetion. 

The cutback began early this 
spring,.when the Russians cance:ed 
orders for more than 500u medium 
tanks, Clay said. This was fol- 
lowed shortly by wholesale reduc- 
tion of British orders. Subse- 
quently, the Russians renewed 
some of their tank orders—this 
explains the higher production out- 
look for 1944 than for 1943—but 
their over-all requirements for 
American tanks still are only about 
one-third the original 1943-44 sched- 
ule, 

All the factors influencing the 
action of the Russian Government 
are not known, said Clay, but the 
primary consideration undoubtedly 
was that the Red Army needed 
other things — particularly trucks 
and locomotives—more than addi- 
tional tanks. Shipping space an 
port facilities were limited, so the 
tank ordtrs were reduced, 

The Red Army is understood to 
have a substantial “windfall” of 
captured German armor. 

No such full explanation is avail- 
able on the British cancelations, 
but it was said in informed quar- 
ters that the British probably had 
overestimated their tank require- 
ments because of an optimistic 
time table on the war—assuming 
more rapid progress of operations, 
and therefore greater losses of 
armored equipment than have oc- 
curred. 

Contrasted with these heavy cut- 
backs in British and Russian re- 
quirements for American tanks, 
said Clay, is the reduction of esti- 
mated requirements for our own 
army by only 10 per cent. All 
American armored divisions are 
now completely equipped with me- 
dium tanks, he added.

Hull—cautious, conservative, sus- 
picious of change, Ambassador to 
Rome from 1933 to 1936, Long was 
called back to the department, in 
which he had served under ‘Wood- 
row Wilson, at the outbreak of the 
war, by Welles. 

Assistant Secretary Adolf A. 
Berle Jr. is completely outside this 
pattern or, for that matter, any 
other pattern. At 48, his mind is 
stuffed with history and, a knowl- 
edge of the ways of the world. He 
quotes Machiavelli and thinks of 
himself as a realist capable of 
dealing with the foibles of or- 
dinary human beings. His person- 
ality and background are utterly 
alien to anything that Hull has 
ever known. Yet the two get on 
well enough together and, con- 
trary to printed reports, the prob- 
ability is he will stay on. 

Acheson and Berle. 


Assistant Secretary Dean Ache- 
son, like Berle, is a product of 
the Harvard Law School, but the 
two men are utterly dissimilar. 
Their dislike for each other goes 
back to jealousies and resentments 
too remote to trace here. Acheson 
was named Under Secretary of 
Treasury in 1933 by Roosevelt but 
resigned in a few months as a 
result of differences over fiscal 
policy. An ardent interventionist, 
he campaigned for Roosevelt in *40 
and was made assistant secretary 
after the ‘election. Suave, able, 
politic, he has tried hard to keep 
out of department feuds. 

Assistant Secretary G. Howland 
Shaw is the administrative officer 
of the department. Theoretically 
he keeps the machinery going. 

The Assisant Secretaries and the 
Under Secretary are appointed, not 
by the Secretary of State, but by 
the President. This has made for 
trouble in past administrations.~ A 
President has rewarded a political 
ally with the post of Secretary and 
then has named a_ professional 
diplomat as Under Secretary to do 
the work. There have been ex- 
plosions in the past but none of 
the violence of the Welles-Hull 
blowoff. 

Influential Professionals. 


Below the appointive level are 
professionals who exert consider- 
able indirect influence on foreign 
policy,in spite of their insistence 
that they are merely functionaries. 

Foremost in this category today 
is James Clement Dunn, whose 
title is Adviser on Political Rela- 
tions. Dunn is one of Hull’s close 
friends, a member of the croquet 
set—the little group that meets 


d| with the Secretary for croquet and 


conversation. 

The left-wing press and Dunn’s 
personal enemies brand him as 
“fascist” or “fascist-minded.” This 
is, of course, a loose use of words. 
The explanation of Dunn’s con- 
servative cast of mind is far more 
complicated. A good part of his 
career has been spent in world 
capitals where his acquaintances 
were almost inevitably limited to 
men like himself, diplomats for the 
most part, who were also wealthy 
and conservative. 

Among this number, naturally, 
were a majority whose only real 
political conviction was a fear of 
“Bolshevism,” a fear of any new 
doctrine threatening their place in 
the world. Anyone who lives 
among them for a prolonged period 
must almost inevitably take on a 
certain coloration from this en- 
vironment, 

Dunn has been listed In the anti- 
Welles clique. He is, of course, far 
too cautious to show his hand, He 
works closely with Assistant Secre- 
tary Long. In his awn view, he 
is a conscientious and disinterest- 
ed public servant who spends long 
and exhausting hours at his desk 
for a small salary in the public 
good. The attacks on him, accord- 
ing to his friends, have given him 
a sense of martyrdom. 

Origins of Spanish Policy. 

To Dunn has been attributed the 
authorship of American policy in 
Spain. Before acquiring the title 
of Adyiser on Political Affairs, he 
was chief of the Division of West- 
ern European Affairs. In that of- 
fice he was certainly influential 
through his recommendations in 
shaping policy on the continent. 
But while the perspective of his- 
tory is still lacking, the Spanish 
policy seems to have originated 
from higher sources. The British 
Foreign Office may have been the 
determining influence, plus Presi- 
dent Roosevelt’s desire to avoid a 
clash with the opinion of powerful 
Catholics in this country. 

What is curious, of course, is 
that if our Spanish policy ap- 
peared anti-democratic during 
their civil war, today it is consid- 
ered even more reactionary, This 
is partly due to the choice of am-

[bassadors. Prof. Carleton J. H. 
Hayes, our present Ambassador to 
Madrid, who has openly declared 
the United States has no intention 
of interfering in any way with the 
Franco regime, even implying that 
we intend to help that regime, put 
his views on record in his book, “A 
Generation of Materialism.”

Adm. Leahy Influential.

William D. Leahy, 
now the President’s personal chief 
of staff and one of the three or 
four most influential men in Wash- 
ington today. Leahy was ambas- 
sador to Vichy France beginning 
in 1940. Out of that experience 
grew many friendships and con- 
nections, More than any single in- 
dividual, always excepting the 
President, Adm. Leahy has shaped 
the policy toward the French in 
North Africa. 


The full weight of the current 
situation likely will be seen only 
in the perspective of history when 
all the records are available.

If, however, Turkish neutrality 
will -prelude use of Turkish air- 
ports and seaports for military 
operations against the Axis, the 
task of attacking the Axis via 
its most vulnerable sector, the 
Balkans, will be greatly increased.

If Russian rather than British 
forces liberate the Balkans, the 
postwar consequences are sure 
to be far reaching. Some of the 
Balkan peoples are traditionally 
inclined towards Russia as the 
great Slavic nation. The pres 
ence of Russian armies in the 
Balkans would emphasize the 
pan-Slav tendencies in that part of 
Europe, 


This prospect cannot be pleas- 
ing to Turkey, which is already 
apprehensive over Russian mili- 
tary and political power and would 
be more apprehensive if Russian 
influence moved farther west 
or south. Its fears must have been 
aggravated by some caustic criti- 
cism of Turkish policy published 
in Russia last week. 

Such considerations undoubted- 
ly play a large part in Turkey's 
present predilection for neutrality. 
Turkey would like to keep its 
army of a million men and the 
war materials and the airfields 
supplied or developed by Britain 
and the United States for the pro- 
tection of Turkish interests after 
the war rather than to use them 
to help us win the war.

Hollywood Comes to pare 


Little Town of Madison, Where Four Freedoms Are Real, 
Locale for Government Movie Depicting Life in Typical 
American Community—Most Folks Hope to Get Into the Picture.

MADISON, Ind., Sept. 4. 


HIS is Madison, Ind., “the most 
T txpicat town in America,” 

where the four freedoms are 
enjoyed—freedom of speech and 
worship, freedom from want and 
fear. It is market day and the 
farmers have come to town at 
break of day with their loads of 
plenty and taken their stand at 
the courthouse curb. The grand- 
pappys sit on the courthouse steps, 
talking politics and religion, with- 
out let or hindrance, or listening 
to the views of the orator who 
knows all the answers. 


At the moment it is Harry Wil- 
son who is holding forth on the 
general subject of crops and the 
need of rain and the _ relation 
thereto of the old-time religion. 


“You ain’t paid the preacher 
lately and that’s why we ain't got 
no rain,” says Wilson, and heads 
are nodded in nearly unanimous 
approval. If there is dissent, it is 
in the spirit of the man who said: 
“T don’t agree with what you say 
but, by grannies, I'd fight for 
your right to say it.” 


At the churches the day before 
there was freedom of worship as 
there had been for a hundred 
years before, and in that day’s 
Courier there would be unafraid 
freedom of the press as there has 
been for more than 100 years, for 
Madison is old as American towns 
gO. 

They talk in the market place 
and on the courthouse steps and 
wherever two or three are gath- 
ered together about this new fame 
that has come to the old home 
town, and are, for the most part, 
happy about it, though some who 
have been places have their doubts 
about it being as typical as the 
Government people say. For one 
thing it doesn’t have a “Public 
Square.” Madison, the sapient ones 
say, is unique rather than typical, 
for nothing quite like it can be 
found anywhere, but as long as it 
has been called the most typical 
American town, it is okay with 
them. The abiding hope of all the 
8000 inhabitants is that they will 
get into the picture that the movie 
people are making. 


x * * 


T is the idea of the Office of 

War Information that if the peo- 

ple in the lands overseas are 
shown what life is like in an aver- 
age American town, where democ- 
racy reigns and all the freedoms 
are enjoyed, they will be for us 
and want to be like us. So last 
spring the thing was set in motion. 
First they would have to find the 
typical American town, A scout was 
sent out to look over a lot of them, 
take pictures and make recom- 
mendations. Madison was picked. 
There is a suspicion here that El- 
mer Davis might have had some- 
thing to do with.-it, for he comes 
from Aurora, up toward Cincin- 
nati, but Ben Gradus, one of the 
picture men, says no, there wasn't 
any favoritism. The choice was 
made on merit. 


When the choice had been made 
George Milburn of Pineville, Mo., 
was sent to write a script and the 
Overseas Motion Pictures Bureau 
of the Office of War Information 
was given the go-ahead signal. So, 
@ week ago, a camera crew came 
to Madison and went to work, un- 
der the direction of Josef von 
Sternberg of Hollywood, shooting 
the quiet, simple and wholesome 
life of the town of Madison, the 
people at work and play, exercis- 
ing the freedoms won by their 
forefathers, the pioneers, who came 
from the lands across the waters. 


The Madison youngsters couldn't 
be more excited if a circus or the 
Cotton Blossom showboat had 
come to town. They have lost in- 
terest for the time being in the 
funny papers. What they want to 
know is where the “pitcher” people 
are working today. When the cam- 
era men go on location, the kids 
hear about it somehow and come 
running. Like they did the day 
when pictures were being taken at 
the Lanier mansion. They swarmed 
over the grounds, and, although 
they were careful to keep out of 
the way, fearing the wrath of 
Director von Sternberg, they man- 


' aged to get the idea over to him 


that if he wanted them to be ac- 
tors they wouldn't mind, 


It really happened, like it does 
in story books. There was a boy 
in the mob who had brought his 
cat along, just in case there would 
be an animal scene, in which case 
Tabby might be the means of get- 
ting him into the cast. Seeing 
the kid and the cat at play under 
a tree gave the director an idea.

At 
last the director, squinting through 
the camera, was satisfied and the 
filming proceeded.

Much more serious are most of 
the scenes that the camera men 
shoot, for the effort is to capture 
the very life of the people who live 
in a typical American town, so 
that the people of less favored 
lands will want the democracy 
that is America’s glory. 


When the shooting is over, a 
month or so from now, the silent 
pictures will be assembled in se- 
quence, in conformity to the 
script, and the narrative that is to 
accompany them will be completed 
and translated into many foreign 
languages, for it is the purpose to 
show the film in 28 countries, with 
the narrative in the speech that 
the spectators will understand. In 
28 countries then, in all those 
languages, in the months to come, 
as a panoramic picture is thrown 
on the screen, a voice will be 
heard: 

“Here is a typical American 
town where the four freedoms are 
enjoyed.” 

Madison, the typical town, lies 
in the narrow valley of the Ohio 
River about 40 miles up stream 
from Louisville, rimmed around, 
except where the river flows, by 
the high hills of Indiana and Ken- 
tucky.

T cannot be denied that Col. John

It was hauled over 
the old Michigan road to a village 
that was called Indianapolis, 
whither travelers went by stage- 
coach, 


Industries sprang up in the town 
by the river and in the course of 
time its population grew to 15,000. 
Fortunes were made and life was 
lavish. There is a reflection of its 
fabulous scale in the huge mirror 
that is bolted to the wall in the 
lobby of the Madison Hotel. It was 
brought from,France at a cost of 
$6000 and first stood behind the 
bar of the biggest saloon in town.

their drinks and that way he would 
get his mirror money back. It 
didn’t work, The saloon man failed. 
The hotel bought the mirror some 
time after it opened in 1850. 
Antiquity is honored in Madison. 
Buildings over 100 years old are 
numerous, Centenaries are com- 
monplace. The town’s past is its 


glory, though it is a good town 
still. From 1842 to 1857 it had, in 
addition to being the second oldest 
town in the State, second only to 
Vincennes, the largest population 
and was the center of political and 
financial power. It was also a 
great pork center. It wasyin a big 
pork house that Jenny Lind sang 


Is 


in 1854. It was a double distinc- 
tion, for Lind and pork, that is 
mentioned proudly to this day. 

Madison was the south terminus 
of the first railroad west of the 
Allegheny Mountains, running to 
Indianapolis. It entered the town 
through a deep cut in the cliff, 
blasted and dug by the Irish immi- 
grants who came down the river 
on flatboats. It suited them very 
well that some of the rock they 
blasted out of the oaliff went into 
St. Michael's Church, erected in 
1838-39, with its steeple queerly 
placed at the rear. The tradition 
is that the first priest had it placed 
there close to his house, so that he 
wouldn't have to walk so far to 
ring the bell for early mass when 
the janitor was late. 

It is the descendants of these 
Irish immigrants and the Germans 
who came in '48 and the following 
years who compose the. greater 
part of the present population and 
give the town its early American 
character. There are descendants 
also of the English and Scotch who 
came across Kentucky. There are 
very few who trace their ancestry 
back to other European countries. 
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T was the Civil War that gave 

Madison its great setback. In- 

dustries were removed to Louis- 
ville and Indianapolis for safety 
and did not return. The building of 
railroads cut into the river trade. 
The population dropped to 7000. 
Only of late has it grown to 8000, 
due to the adjacent army proving 
ground, which occupies 60,000 
acres back of the river hills on 
the Indiana side. 

With the subsidence of the river 
trade went the romance of Madi- 
son as a river town. In the earlier 
days it was a port for every boat. 
Now it is hardly a flag stop. The 
big passenger boats are gone. The 
packets between Louisville and 
Cincinnati go grandly by except 
when there is some special reason 
for stopping. Towboats are still 
many but they don’t mean any- 
thing to Madison. Old river men 
sit on a sort of mourners’ bench, 
a plank between two trees or on 
stumps, and dismally view the de- 
serted landing, remembering the 
glories that have gone. 

John Paul, when he was laying 
out the town, gave his blessing to 
the river front and Main street. 
Both were laid out wide and hand- 
some. The other streets are nar- 
row. The river front was to re- 
main a commons forever. After 
Paul's death in 1930, however, the 
parkway was cut up into lots. 

In its architecture the town is 
old. Dwellings and business places 
are in the older part of the town 
built flush with the sidewalk and 
wall to wall, with no passages to 
the rear. Alleys are few and nar- 
row. The more important man- 
sions and other structures boast 
the Costigan influence. Francis 
Costigan, whose architectural 
monuments stand in Louisville and 
elsewhere, lived here and gave 
the best of his genius to the de- 
signing of many buildings. 
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UTSTANDING in historical 
() 2» architectural importance 
is the Lanier Mansion, 
once the home of James 
Franklin Dougherty Lanier, 
banker, who twice placed his per- 
sonal fortune at the State’s dis- 
posal, once for raising and equip- 
ping troops in the Civil War, and 
again, two years later, for the pay- 
ment of interest due the State's 
creditors. It was a million dollars 
that he loaned the State, without 
the scratch of a pen to show for it. 
It was all repaid in time and the 
mansion, with authentic furnish- 
ings, is maintained by the State, in 
grateful remembrance, as a perma- 
nent example of a notable Indiana 
home. A silver plate in the newel 
post of the winding staircase bears 
the name of Francis Costigan and 
the date, 1844. There are numerous 
other mansions and other buildings 
with the stamp of antiquity and 
architectural dignity. 
A symbol of the leisurely life of 
the earlier days is the bell that 
stands at the city hall with an in- 


scription which relates that it was 
cast in 1849 and was hung at the 
railroad station, and was rung to 
inform the citizenry, sojourners 
and the traveling public that the 
train would depart in 30 minutes. 


Standing for the freedom of the 
press is the Madison Courier, 
which has stood for 105 years, 
most of that time under the con- 
trol of three generations of Gar- 
bers. The original printing outfit 
was bought by William Hendricks, 
once Governor, for the publishing 
of political pamphlets, according 
to the custom of the time. He was 
a son-in-law of John Paul. 
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C. GARBER bought the 
M paper in 1848 His son, 
°mM. C. Jr. took it over 
and ran it until 1920. Michael 
Garber, grandson of the original 
owner, has run it since then. This 
Michael Garber is not too happy 
about the four freedoms as applied 
to the filming of the typical city. 
He remarks in a quietly humorous 
way that when it comes to wants 
and fears, Roosevelt wants a 
fourth term and fears he won't get 
it. From which an inference can 
be drawn concerning the editor’s 
political leanings. 


The people of Madison, true to 
their early American inheritance, 
are hospitable and friendly. As a 
stranger stands on Broadway 
street Sunday morning taking a 
photograph of the people pouring 
out of the Methodist Church, Mrs, 
James E. Crozier comes from her 
porch to inquire if the stranger 
would be interested in the history 
of the Madison churches and of the 
town. If so, she has a copy of a 
paper she read not long ago before 
the Current Events Club. And she 
loans it without hesitation to the 
stranger. 

In front of the high school, 
Glenn Forry, the janitor, quits 
cleaning up for the beginning of 
school and offers information. He 
is the owner, it seems, of a re 
markable cat that knows his voice 
and the purr of \his automobile, 
arid comes running, At the moment 
the cat is crossing the street, in 
the direction of a handsome resi- 
dence. The house reminds Forry 
of Irene Dunn, the motion picture 
actress. Perhaps the current film 
ing of the town helps along the 
reminder. Anyway, that’s where 
Mrs. Clarence Gillam lives. She 
used to be Martha Hatch. She and 
Irene Dunn were girlhood friends. 
This was Irene’s home town and 
when she went away, she promised 
to come back every year but some- 
times she misses a year. But when 
she comes she visits Martha at the 
house over there. 
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UT why all this about Irene 
B Dunn? “Well, sir,” says Glenn 

Forry, “maybe you won't be- 
lieve it but I used to hold Irene 
Dunn on my lap—when she was 
a little girl, you understand.” 

That’s the way it is all over 
town. Harry Lemen, who wanted 
to be an artist but landed in real 
estate, closes his office and goes 
riding with the stranger across to 
the Kentucky hills to show him 
where to take photographs of the 
town and the river. Charles 
Hughes, judge of the Juvenile 
Court and historian extraordinary, 
lets court wait while he tells the 
high lights and lowdown of Madi- 
son's past. Barney Hughes, civic 
diplomat, would be helping if he 
didn’t have to show the picture 
people sround. 

Back in front of the courthouse, 
Jiggs Cope and his friends and 
neighbors sell of their plenty to 
all who need food, ending their 
want, and Jiggs, knowing no fear, 
juggles a roll of bills as thick as 
a cucumber before securing it with 
a rubber band and putting it away 
for a rainy day. And on the court- 
house steps, Harry Wilson tells 
them they'd better pay up the 
preacher if they want the rains 
to come, 

In the stillness of the night, 
something like romance comes 
again to the typical American town. 
Somewhere in the darkness there 
is the mournful note of a flute. 
The tune is Annie Laurie. It is 
played through and then the voice 
of the player, filled with feeling, 
sings the words of the old song. 
From the river comes the deep- 
throated blast of a steamboat 
whistle, but it is only a salute, for 
the boat is passing by. So has 
passed the romance of Madison's 
river days.

E can get along with a few 

of the many types of “beauty 

aids” that we hear about. 
Adequate beauty care for the mod- 
ern girl does not have to be a com- 
plicated ritual with dozens of exo- 
tic lotions and creams. 


These things should go down on 
our lists as essentials, however: 
Good soap; a simple but good cold 
cream; a powder base; lipstick; 
deodorants. Lipstick and soap are 
probably the most important of all. 
A clean, healthy skin, with the 
color and sparkle that lipstick 
gives—that’s all that some girls 
need in order to be good-looking. 

What about creams? Of course, 
a good skin is an important part 
of beauty. But who believes that 
miracles are produced by fancy 
and expensive skin creams? Of 
course, there are times when some 
sort of cold cream is advisable and 
even necessary, especially when 
the skin becomes winter-chapped, 
but one good cold cream can do as 
much good as creams with “spe- 
cial” ingredients. 

Special purpose creams such as 
wrinkle creams, for example, only 
séften the outer horny layer of 
skin and cannot banish wrinkles 
or other blemishes. Nor can 
cream change the skin’s texture 
and basic type. 

What can a cream do, then? It 
can lubricate and soften the skin, 
when the skin’s natural oil is lack- 
ing or has been washed away. 
Naturally when the skin is oily, no 
cream is necessary, as such skin 
has enough oil already. 

Does the somewhat dry skin need 
a foundation cream to make the 
powder adhere? The staple “for 
everything” cream can be used as 
a powder base, by rubbing it on 
and wiping off excess, then rinsing 
the face with cold water and pat- 
ting dry. Then you have an ideal 
base for powder. An oily skin 
needs no foundation cream.

Good soap is one of the few “es- 
sential” beauty aids. 

If good soap is used and the face 
is, washed carefully and as fre- 
quently as needed—depending on 
the oiliness of the skin—then the 
skin should have the glow and 
beauty of health. 

Some girls are afraid to wash 
their faces with soap and water, 
and only give the skin a few licks 
with a soapy cloth once daily. But 
soap and water cleansing is not 
necessarily drying, and it does not 
speed up the formation of facial 
lines. Unless the skin is unusually 
tender, it should tolerate daily 
washing, but the soap must be suf- 
ficiently mild not to give the skin 
a drawn feeling after washing.

Finger tips attract so much at- 
tention nowadays because of their 
bright polishes, that smooth well- 
shaped nails are almost a neces- 
sity. And nails are easy to care 
for at home, to keep them neat 
and smart. Besides the tricks of 
manicuring, there are other points 
to remember. 

A hangnail, a piece of skin or 
loose bit of nail at the edge of the 
nail, should be cut short. Infec- 
tions often start from such things, 
so keep it clean. If it becomes red 
or tender, apply a little bandage 
wet with boric acid solution until 
the soreness and redness have dis- 
appeared. 

A chronic inflammation beneath 
the cuticle sometimes occurs in 
those whose hands are much in 
water. The cuticle becomes thick- 
ened and is red and tender occa- 
sionally. Such a condition should 
be treated by a physician. 

Nail biting is a habit that com- 
pletely spoils the appearance of the 
finger tips. Keeping the nails 
smoothly manicured, with polish to 
the tip, may help break this habit. 
Applying tincture of quaassia to the 
finger tips with a piece of cotton 
is sometimes done; it tastes bitter 
and is an effective reminder not to 
bite the nails. 

A nail grows from a root lo- 
cated under the cuticle and moon 
of the nail. Underneath it ts the 
nail bed, which contains nerves 
and is called the “quick.” The nail 
has tiny ridges running lengthwise 
on it; these are normal. Crosswise 
ridges may indicate a poor state of 
health. Lengthwise splitting of the 
nails may occur, or a layer at the 
tip of the nail may split off. This 
may result from careless filing or 
injury to the nail, or to brittle- 
ness. Rubbing olive oil into the 
finger tips and about the nails at 
night may have some softening ac- 
tion. 

White spots on the ‘nails are 
thought to be due to air between 
the layers, resulting from some lit- 
tle injury to the nail. So be care- 
ful in manicuring, not to be too 
rough about it—especially around 
the “moon.”

Dale Jones Had Choir Boy's Face to Match His Gentle Speech, but Was Leader 
of Ruthless Gang—Ability as Female Impersonator Helped Him Elude Police |

SILVER dollar rang on the 
A stone floor of the Quandro 

State Bank in Kansas City. 
It was a common occurrence in 
any bank and neither depositors 
nor the bank personnel paid any 
attention. An instant later the 
same sound came from another 
part of the place and some looked 
up, idly wondering at the coinci- 
dence. ' 

When this quickly happened a 
third time, every head turned and 
many had a vague feeling that it 
was a clue to something. It was— 
a robbery, which promptly began, 

The opening speech, in a soft, 
gentle voice, was: 

“Everybody please 
hands up high.” 

The speaker and several other 
men displayed guns and everybody 
obeyed. The robbers worked fast, 
got away with it and repeated 
the performance at the Industrial 
Bank in the same city and the 
bank at Sugar Creek, Mo. 

The total take of the three jobs 
was small, but the work was im- 
pressive to us of Pinkerton’s 
Agency who had to help catch the 
robbers. The psychological effect 
of the gang’s method was such as 
to confuse the witnesses com- 
pletely. 

The descriptions they gave of 
the gang members were so contra- 
dictory as to cancel one another. 
As far as we were concerned all 
might as well have kept their 
eyes closed. But there was one 
clear clue. All agreed on the soft, 
gentle voice of the leader. I am 
waiting for the day when some 
progressive criminal will invent a 
voice disguiser. 

The voice and the fact that it 
was the work of a brand-new or- 
ganization were all we had. Our 
deduction was that these were 
practice jobs and we would soon 
be confronted with bigger ones, 

A little later, on the night of 
July 10, 1918, the Texas Special of 
the Missouri, Kansas & Texas 
Railroad reached the siding at 
Koch, Kan., and switched off the 
main line until a northbound train 
passed. . 

The engineer then opened his 
throttle expecting the usual series 
of slight jolts passing all the way 
down to the last car before his 
train would sléwly start moving 
with the customary grunts of 
steam. 

Instead, his locomotive got away 
like a scared jackrabbit.

head out of the cab window and 
saw that only the baggage and the 
mail cars were attached—the heavy 
Pullmans had been uncoupled. He 
made a lurid comment on the phe- 
nomenon, then jerked his head 
back at the sound of a pistol shot 
.within the cab. 

His fireman, R. E. Carter, see- 
ing a man with a revolver enter- 
ing the cab, had reached for his 
own weapon. But when the visitor 
shot him in the ankle and seemed 
ready to plug him again in the 
chest, the fireman put up his 
hands instead. 

The engineer now did the same. 

“Keep her rolling,” the visitor 
said, “and turn your backs.” 

Behind them, in the deserted 
train, a couple of men and a wom- 
an were holding more than 100 
passengers under the spell of their 
revolvers while others rapidly re- 
lieved them of cash and jewelry. 
As the robbers worked, they called 
to one another, using numbers in- 
stead of names—numbers running 
from one to 13. 

At length the gunman in the cab 
of the slowly rolling locomotive 
said: 

“Stop beside that automobile. 
You two get out first.” 

The engineer and the limping 
fireman obeyed. They saw two 
more men, loaded with plunder,

jump from the mail and baggage 
cars, join the other bandit and 
drive away in the automobile. 

The gang at the siding also 
escaped in cars. 

From the victims in the Pull- 
mans we got the same muddled 
descriptions of the band, except 
that one of them was a woman. 
Was it the same bank robbing out- 
fit? a 

ee, dees 


E asked the fireman what 
W the gunman’s voice was like. 
He replied: | 

“It was the darndest, sweetest 
voice you ever heard, like a doctor 
talking to a sick child. I, couldn't 
take him seriously until he shot 
me.” 

We now knew it was that same 
band and that it was a big one, 
though probably ‘not as big as the 
passengers thought. Using those 13 
numbers sounded a bit stagey and 
suggested that they wanted to give 
the impression of overwhelming 
odds. 

But as for clues that told us 
where to go from there, we had 
absolutely none. 

Then on Aug. 8, 1918, less than a 
month after the train robbery, 
when noonday whistles were blow- 
ing in Indianapolis, a gray touring 
car stopped at the door of the 
South Side bank in that city. 
Three men left the car and en- 
tered the bank, leavfhg a woman 
at the wheel. | 

Again a coin sounded as it fell to 
the floor of the bank, then a sec- 
and a third. Once mare came the 
soft-voiced command for everybody 
to raise their hands. Again there 
was the well-rehearsed looting and 
the swift escape of the robbers. 
And once again there: was con- 
flicting testimony of witnesses 
when we tried to find out what the 
robbers looked like. 

But history did not quite repeat 
itself. For this time we got a clear 
description of the’ woman at the 
wheel, 

If I were a criminal I would not 
have a pretty woman at the wheel 
of my getaway car, even though 
she were the best driver in the 
world. I would have an average- 
sized, ordinary, dopey-looking man 
in slightly shabby clothes. 

A hundred persons might look at 
such a face and instantly forget it. 
But a pretty woman is meant to be 
looked at and remembered. She 
wants to be noticed, though this 
one was an exception. Not only 
men but women remember a pretty 
face. 

The people inside the bank were 


.thinking about their money, their 


lives or their jobs in the bank, the 
guns that were aimed at them, 
most anything but the personal] ap- 
pearance of the men behind the 
guns, 

The pedestrians on the sidewalk 


were untroubled by any such dis- 
turbing thoughts and were natural- 
ly attracted by the girl’s appear- 
ance. Plenty of them remembered 
a young round face, a shapely 
mouth, dark eyes, dark hair in a 
windblown bob, and pink skin 
with an olive tint. 

We went to work on the basis 
of the woman. We also assumed 
that the gang had studied their 
job before bringing it off. So we 
tried out the theory that the 
woman might have helped that 
study by keeping a small account 
in the bank. 

We did a thorough job of prod- 


ding the memories of the bank. 


clerks and became interested in a 
depositor by the name of Irene 
Brown. Her description tallied 
with that of the woman at the 
wheel of the gray car. Someone 
at the bank recalled, too, that her 
ears had been pierced for earrings, 
which led us to believe that she 
was probably from abroad. 

There was a rooming house at 
the address Irene Brown had 
given, but no one there remem- 
bered the name of the woman, 

When a clue seenis to vanish 
into thin air like that, we do the 
equivalent of what a bloodhound 
does undér similar circumstances. 
We scamper around in the imme- 
diate vicinity and sometimes pick 
it up again. We guessed that since 
the gang chose that neighborhood 
for an address, it might use it for 
other purposes, such as garaging 
its car, 

This time our theory worked. 
We not only found the garage, but 
the gray car as well. The garage 
was owned by a man of excellent 
reputation. He was clearly inno- 
cent of any knowledge that the 
car was stolen, as we found at 
once that it was. Neither did he 
know the people who left it. He 
did remember a girl with pierced 
ears. 

But our real find, was an outfit 
of women’s clothes left in the car. 
The dress was commonplace in de- 
sign, so that we could read little 
from its choice. But it was a larg- 
er size than Irene Brown seemed 
to be. The shoes were still larger, 
out of proportion even to the size 
of the dress. 
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OTH the dress and the shoes 
B tore the label of a Kansas City 

department store. Captain Her- 
bert S. Mosher, at that time super- 
intendent of our St. Louis office, 
had our men question the sales 
force of the store. We found that 
the dress was bought by a girl 
who answered the description of 
the girl in the robbers’ car. With 
her was a young man gentle of 
voice, with a round, good-looking 
face and eyes large, blue and lu- 
minous. 

It is a fairly familiar fact that 
a man who will wear a dress as 
disguise in crime is likely to have 
done it before. So we dug into the 
Kansas City police record for 
criminals whose records showed 
the wearing of women’s clothes, 
This led us to a study of an indi- 
vidual by the name of Dale Jones. 

Dale’s record went back to early 
boyhood in a Kansas City slum 
and showed once more the luck 
that favors youth in crime, There 
had been a series of freight car 
robberies, and Patrolman William 
F. Kroger was investigating alone 
in the freight yard. A worker in a 
nearby shed heard him call out: 

“Come here, boy, and tell me—” 

A revolver shot cut him off, The 
freight handler saw a boy running 
away and got him, Other workers 
ran to the policeman and found 
him shot dead. A revolver was 
near him, A railroad detective 
picked ab up with a handkerchief. 


But when the butt was examined 
for fingerprints it was found that 
whoever fired the revolver had 
wiped off all fingerprints. 

The boy who was caught run- 
ning away was Dale Jones. The 
direction from which he came in- 
dicated that he may have been the 
one to whom the policeman called 
out to stop. We felt sure in the 
light of later history that he also 
fired the shot and wiped off the 
revolver. But he was acquitted of 
the crime for lack of sufficient 
evidence, 
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WO months later Kansas City 
T detectives arrested, as they 

thought, a young woman in a 
drug store on suspicion of knowing 
something of the murder of Patrol- 
man Kroger. The “girl” put up 
a powerful struggle and the detec- 
tives found their hands full of a 
muscular male, Dale Jones. Again 
he went free for lack of evidence 
against him. 

One thing that made it hard to 
connect Dale Jones with crime was 
his disarmingly gentle voice and 
bearing and his innocent eyes and 
face. He looked like*a lithograph 
version of a choir boy. 

But two years after he was 
acquitted of the murder of Patrol- 
man Kroger, a policeman, Samuel 
Queen, arrested Dale Jones and an- 
other youth, John Shead, for the 
theft of an automobile. Shead broke 
away. Queen made Dale board a 
train with him to take him to the 
Butler (Mo.) jail. The train 
stopped to discharge passengers at 
a station. Suddenly Dale pointed 
to the crowd outside, 

“Look there, there!” he shouted. 

Queen looked out. At that moment 
Shead leaped into the car and sent 
a bullet through the officer’s brain. 

Shead and Dale escaped, but 
Shead was recaptured, tried and, 
pleading guilty, was sentenced for 
life. He exonerated Dale but we 
knew it was a lie. In fact, we 
Jater learned what Dale’s reaction 
to the shooting was. 


“T felt a kind of terrible gloat- 


ing,” he said. 

Now we took Jones’ photograph 
to the scenes of the bank robberies 
and the train holdup. All eyewit- 
nesses identified him as the leader 
in each case, 

We now knew the leader’s iden- 
tity and lots about him, that he 
would be extra hard to catch for 
many reasons, including his ability 
as a female impersonator. Perhaps 
even worse was the knowledge that 
his big, innocent eyes, soft voice 
and winning manner in court would 
make him hard to convict, even 
with a mountain of evidence. 

In Terre Haute a taxi driver, 
David Wolf, picked up a fare one 
night, a youth carrying a bundle. 
He was round-faced, had friendly 
bright eyes and a disarming smile. 
He told Wolf to take him to the 
country club. 

On a lonely stretch of the road 
the youth said softly, “Get out!” 

He pointed up his order with a 
revolver. 

Wolf took a chance with a heavy 
wrench and hit out. A _ bullet 
pierced his lung and he collapsed. 
But he had scared the young man 
away from his project, for he fled 
from the cab, leaving the bundle 
behind, 

When we opened it we found 
$200 in wrappings bearing the 
stamp of the Indianapolis bank the 
gang had robbed, and some of the 
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money taken in the train holdup. 
We also found some naberdashery 
there bearing the label of a cloth- 
ing store in Quincy, IIl, 


We questioned the sales clerks 
there. Dale Jones was at once 
recognized as one of the purchas- 
ers. Another man the clerks re- 
membered was tall and heavy, 
weighing about 250 pounds. He 
complained that the suits he tried 
on left a space between the bottom 
of the vest and the top of the 
trousers, 


The description of the third man 
in the party was vague, but a wise- 
crack he uttered interested us. 
“Don’t worry about this money, 
folks, we made it ourselves.” The 
joke was meaningless, but the 
word “folks” told us that the man 
was either homespun and fresh 
from the country, or that he was a 
theatrical man. From his dress we 
decided he was certainly not a 
farmer. 

Even more interesting and re- 
vealing were the women in Dale 
Jones life. He married a Mary 
Celano. She had a police record 
of store robbery, shoplifting and 
jewelry snatching. Born in a Paris 
slum, half French, half Italian, she 
went under the alias of Margie 
Dean. Her photograph showed she 
was the woman with the pierced 
ears.

ROM the private recipe book 
F ot a farmer’s wife in the town 
of Romeo, Mich., comes a way 
to prepare a chicken—a way 80 
simple and timely that one is apt 
to say: “Why,I could have thought 
of that any day!”

Like most grand food cre- 
ations, it is not complicated or in- 
volved.

This farmer’s wife is Mrs. 
Howard (Adelina Orlando Ciavola) 
Colby of Romeo and the dish she 
conceived is, one might say, an 
answer to a need. Is seems that 
one day the Colby cook was guilty 
of serving forth a sizable lady fowl 
which had insisted upon retaining 
the full strength and capacity of 
its muscular system. In short, the 
lady fowl- appeared on the Colby 
table tough as tough could be. 
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NOW, IF THAT WERE going to 
be the end of it, well, the savoir 
faire of the lady from Sicily and 
Romeo, Michigan, would have re- 
sulted in a shrug of the shoulders. 
But here was the added fact: That 
lady fowl had many sisters all of 
the identical age and, safe to say, 
physical condition. What's to do 
about that? The cook shrugged his 
heavy shoulders and suggested 
“cookin’ ‘em soft and makin’ 
chicken salad.” But who would 
want the salad from a hundred 
or more of such lady fowl? Surely, 
not the Colbys and their friends. 

Now, at this point the cosmopol- 
itan school of life came to the res- 
cue and, adapting a bit from here 
and a bit more from there, and es- 
pecially calling for help from the 
family Bossy, Madame Colby 
evolved “Chicken a la Romeo,” 
which sounds continental but is 
plain, old-fashioned, friendly Mich- 
igan. You may find Romeo on the 
map of Michigan, some 50 miles 
north of Detroit, if you would lo- 
calize the dish. And here is how 
it is prepared in Romeo to this 
day and may also, be prepared in 
any stove which has a top and an 
oven,

First, look your lady fowl in 
the eye and assure her that re- 
sistance is useless and relaxation 
on the part of all concerned will 
make it easier both for the cook 
and the “cookie.” And with these 
kind words, prepare said fowl by 
' segregating into what are called 

“jointed portions.”

NOW, THE TRUSTY heavy iron 
skillet, with enough good butter or 
drippings. And while this is heat- 
ing, dip each piece of fowl into a 
mixture of one-half white flour and 
one-half good cornmeal, with salt 
and pepper mixed in. With the 
fowl properly clothed in the meal 
mixture, fry to a delicious golden 
brown. And if you have “dusted” 
liberally with the meal mixture, 
some of this meal drops off and, 
joins the fat, which is well. 

With the fowl browned, now 
comes your roasting pan with a 
good, tight lid. Into the roasting 
pan goes the fowl.and over it all 
the Nquid from the pan, with the 
bits of flour right at home. It is 
eat this point that the farm Bossy 
joins the party. From milk just 
old enough to have formed a rich, 
creamy top, pour enough over the 
fowl to just cover it. And this,

Plum Coffee Cake

HEN any fruit was at its 
W prime, Grandmother always 

made the family’s favorite— 
kaffee kuchen or coffee cake, 
topped with fresh fruit. Today's 
plum kuchen resembles that old- 
fashioned dish—but we eat ours 
either as a dessert or *hot for 
breakfast on those days when that 
meal is leisurely and the cook has 
time to get it ready. The Italian 
plums which are ripe now are bet- 
ter for this cake, because they are 
more meaty and tend to hold their 
shape better. But, don’t hestitate 
to substitute any other tart fruit, 
such as apples or cherries, It'll 
save you work if you remember 
to place a tray or pan under the 
kuchen while it is baking for some 
fruits will be juicy enough to run 
over. Loosen the sides as s00n as 
as you remove the cake from the 
oven—otherwise you'll have diffi- 
culty in lifting pieces out.

One cup all-purpose flour, two 
teaspoons baking power, one-half 
teaspoon salt, one tablespoon 
sugar, three tablespoons shorten- 
ing, one-third cup milk or slightly 
more, one pound plums (halved 
and pitted), dash salt, two table- 
spoons chopped nuts, one-fourth 
cup sugar, one tablespoon butter. 


Sift flour, measure and resift 
three times with the baking pow- 


der, salt and sugar. Work the 
shortening into the flour mixture 
with a fork and add the milk. Mix 
lightly, only enough to blend in- 
gredients. Spread dough into bot- 
tom of an eight-inch pie plate. 
Arrange plums over top. Add salt, 
nuts, sugar and dot with butter. 
Bake in a moderately hot oven 
(400 degrees) for 20 to 25 minutes. 
Serves six.

Prepare Now for a Better 
Victory Garden Next Year 


and working on the crops we 

can harvest right up to frost 
time, we have to sandwich in the 
groundwork for next year’s bigger 
and better garden. It takes a 
full “must” list for us victory gar- 
deners, almost as jammed as when 
the season began. 

First, I'll let you in on a mis- 
take I made in last week’s plant- 
ing of spinach. It’s a lesson that 
holds for carrots, beans and all 
the late plantings that are going 
in now. I sowed a “marker” crop, 
radishes with the spinach. Then 
I put down the newspaper cover- 
ing, two layers thick, over the 
tamped row. This covering system 
had worked very well for quick, 
hardy germination of late plant- 
ings of beans, beets, etc., and this 
was the first time I tried it over 
a seed row planted with a “mark- 
er” quick-germinating crop. 

Bang! The radishes shot through 
the ground in practically no time 
at all. The newspaper coverings 
had to come off. Midday temper- 
atures have been of the African 
desert variety, so by evening the 
ground was crusty. I never ex- 
pect to see that spinach come 
through the crusty soil, though 
the radishes are doing splendidly. 

From now on, no “marker” crops 
go in with vegetables that are 
meant to’ have the advantage of 
the newspaper covering. Germi- 
nation is so impressively speeded 
up by this insulation that the 
“markers” are ruled out. Of 
course, for a row of radishes alone 
—and that’s how I'll plant them 
the rest of the season—the news- 
papers will cover their seed fur- 
rows also. 


Wars we are atill planting 
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There ought to be a run on paint 
brushes now, judging by the num- 
ber of gardeners who have asked 
for more particulars on how to 
hand-pollinate tomato flowers. 
Blooms must still be dropping 
from the vines in many of the 
gardens around town. We can’t 
stand that sort of sabotage! Get 
any sort of small paint brush like 
the youngsters use for water-color- 
ing. After the dew has dried, on 
a bright morning, take the brush 
and gently turn the bristles around 
within each golden yellow flower. 
Soon you will notice that the brush 
is full of the yellow pollen. Go 
from flower to flower, from plant 
to plant, gently working the bris- 
tles around in each flower that is 
fully open. You will find that you 
accomplish a higher percentage of 
pollination for fruit setting this 
way than if you leave the job to 
the bees and insects. 

If you want big clusters of to- 
matoes all up and down the vines, 
it is a wise idea to hand-pollinate 
twice a week. To be sure of good 
cross-pollination; work back and 
forth from plant to plant, once in 
a while. Maybe early frost will 
clamp down on our growing cam- 
paigns before all the tomatoes 
ripen. Before then I'll have some 
fine recipes for you on green to- 
mato relish, green tomiato pickles 
and also hints for storing green 
tomatoes for indoor ripening. Yes, 
the green tomatoes can be impor- 
tant additions to our late harvest.

Let’s have a conference now on 
plans for next spring’s important 
campaign. Now is the time a 
work out our tactics to incre 
the output of next year’s Victory 
Gardens. 

Bare ground over the winter is 
the worst kind of sabotage. It in- 
vites the enemies, “leaching” and 
“washing,” to carry away the valu- 
able soil nutrients. The main need 
of our clay soils is for “organic” 
matter, just another way of say- 
ing decaying plant matter that 
gives the rich black color to soil. 
Every year in nature when the 
plants die down, they deposit a 
layer of this matter on the soil 
to enrich it for next year’s growth. 

In it, seeds find a’ moist, loose, 
protective covering and a rich 


food source when growing time re-(: 


turns, I don’t have to tell you our 
clay soils are bare of any such 
black, loamy surface. But its up to 
us to try to accomplish in a short 


time what it takes nature years! Cec 


to do.

Immature greenery decays quick-/} 


ly for a fast boost to the nutrient 
and humus content of the soil for 
later plantings. Pages and volumes 
have been written on the subject. 
Test plots have been watched year 
after year by many of our Agricul- 
tural Extension Stations. Statistics 
have piled up on the benefits of 
cover crops grown over the winter 
and turned under in the spring. 
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However, I like the new idea of 
keeping organic matter up toward 
the surface where the new plants 
can readily use it. I don’t think 
it’s wise to turn the humus under 
at a low depth, where it acts as a 
layer to break off water capillary 
in the soil and where it is below 
new root growth. , 


Try this system in your city gar- 
den this fall. First: heavy stalks 
like corn or any plarfts infested 
with insects or diseases should be 
burned and the ashes spread in the 
garden. Grass clippings should be 
spread on the surface. Then wait 
nee a good rain to soak into the 
soil. 


Next, with your spade, dig down 
and turn under all the plant debris 
and clippings. You may need to 
sharpen your hoe and cut or chop 
up some of the greenery to simpli- 
fy the “digging under.” 


Third,. scatter crushed limestone cS ee 
over the surface at the rate of | #772 


of garden space. Limestone is 
much more than a soil sweetener. 
It has come into its own in the 
last few years after all sorts of 


tests that prove its importance in es 


soil chemistry. Use a rake to 
work the limestone into the soil.

A very small 
amount goes a long way, four 
ounces of mixed vetch and winter 
rye seed are plenty for each 10x10 
feet of garden space. ' 

To plant the cover crop, broad- 
cast the seed, rake it in and use 
the flat surface of the hoe for a 
light but firm tamping. For gar- 
dens that are going to stay com- 
pletely in production until frost 
time, other tactics are necessary. 
Cover crops must be planted by 
the first week in October at the 
latest, to be sure of a good stand. 
As rows are emptied in your gar- 
den, start your over-wintering 
tactics.

HE general approval given the appointment of Lord 
Louis Mountbatten as supreme Allied commander in 
Southeastern Asia is a measure of the change the war 

has made in his standing with the public. Not many years 
ago the handsome, six-foot-four naval officer was chiefly 
noted as a social figure, a gay intimate of the Prince of 
Wales (now the Duke of Windsor) and husband of one of 
England's greatest heiresses—and there probably would 
have been widespread concern had, he been entrusted 
with anything so vital to the national welfare as his present 
assignment to drive the Japanese out of Burma. Even then, 
back in the 20’s and early 30's, Mountbatten was, regarded 
as exceptionally able by fellow officers; he was serious 
about his profession, worked at it, and became an outstand- 
ing expert in the field of naval communications, te which 
he contributed at least one notable invention, a station- 
keeping machine. It remained for the war, in which as 
commander of destroyers and then as Chief of Combined 
Operations he proved himself a cool fighter and a daring 
tactician,. to reveal him to the country at large as a 
distinguished military leader. His experience in directing 
the famous Commando raids—operations which required 
the co-ordinated use of naval, land and air forces—pre- 
sumably was an important factor in his selection for the 
Southeastern Asia command, as the coming offensive in 
that theater is expected to involve such a combination of 
forces. Vice Admiral Mountbatten is 43 years old, a cousin 
of King George VI. His father was Prince Louis of Battenberg, 
a naturalized Briton who had to give up his post as Admiral 
of the British Fleet in World War I because of his Austrian 
birth, and later Anglicized his name to Mountbatten. In 
that war young Louis served as midshipman on Admiral 
Beatty's flagships and in a submarine. In the present war 
he several times got battle-damaged ships back to port and 
survived the sinking of the destroyer Kelly off Crete. He 
and his wife, the former Edwina ae daughter of the 
late Lord Mount Temple, came to America on their 
wedding trip in 1922 and have made several visits since.
